No man is a better representative of common sense in 
polities than Hon. Job E. Hedges, of New York, and it 
is fitting that he should give to his book, published by 
Moffat, Yard & Co., the title, “Common Sense in Politics,” 
“More nonsense has been written,” Judge Hedges says, 
“and orated on the subject of American politics during 
the past ten years than in any decade of the nation’s 
history.” Most of the troubles charged to the nation 
are, he believes, directly traceable to individual hypoc- 
risy, selfishness and vanity in high and low places. 
“While charges of inconsistency, maladministration and 
graft are occupying public attention the political crime 
of the present decade is not larceny, but hypocrisy.’ 
Whatever perils environ the nation in the opinion of 
calamity howlers, it is always saved at the conclusion of 
a national campaign. We find Judge Hedges, who is a 
son of a soldier of the Civil War, saying: ‘American 
citizenship rises to its greatest height during war or 
threats of war. The nation is then civically at its best. 
This may be accepted as a fact already demonstrated. 
It stands in great contrast to the indifference of many 
citizens to the country’s welfare in time of peace. It 
would be a rare condition which would enabie the Presi- 
dent and Congress to lead the American people into a 
war of aggression and conquest. Up to a certain point 
the people might follow, and then the policy of the Ad- 
ministration, except in the case of a national insult that 
even a child would resent, would be reversed at the polls. 
On the defensive the nation would go to any point of 
sacrifice. It does not follow that, as a matter of common 
sense, we should not be prepared for war, but we should 
not compete, as a matter of pride, in army and navy 
equipment with other nations between which conditions 
are entirely different than they are relative to us or we 


to them.” The subjects considered in this volume are: 
“The State of the Nation’; “Some Americanized 
Traits’; “Political Parties, Political Organizations, 


Bosses, Patronage”; “Reform, Reformers and Remedial 
Legislation”; “The Press Agent”; “Office-seeking and 
Oftice-holding” ; “The Press”; “Law and Morals”; ‘“The 
Public and Public Opinion”; ‘Political Corruption” ; 
“Political Honesty.” 
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It might have been reasonably assumed that the sub- 
ject of Napoleon had been exhausted, yet Mr. R. M. 
Johnston, with marvelous ingenuity, has bethought him- 
self of a book on Napoleon which is wholly novel in its 
character, and is as interesting and valuable as it is 
novel. It is from the press of Houghton, Mifflin Com- 
pany, and is entitled, “The Corsican: A Diary of 
Napoleon’s Life in His Own Words.” With the exception 
of a few bracketed passages, this work is derived entirely 
from Napoleon’s own statements, written and spoken, 
and so it may be considered to present him as he wished 
to be known. The quotations from the writings and the 
reported sayings of the great Emperor are arranged in 
the form of a diary, opening with the date of Bonaparte’s 
birth at Ajaccio, Aug. 15, 1769, and continuing until 
May 5, 1821, when, under the date of 5:30 p.m., we 
have these two words: “ * * * head * * * Army 
* * .* My. Johnston has certainly succeeded in giving 
us a unique volume, which would hardly have seemed to 
Le possible in this case. A work which may be accepted 
as complementary to that of Mr. Johnston is one pub- 
lished by Franklin Hudson Publishing Company, Kansas 
City, Mo., entitled, “Napoleon, the First Emperor of 
France. From St. Helena to Santiago de Cuba. Being 
a Summary of Facts Concerning the Latter Days of Dr. 
Franeois Antomarchi, the Last Physician to His Imperial 
Majesty.” It appears that after the death of Napoleon 
Dr. Antomarchi went from St, Helena to Santiago de 
Cuba, where he died of yellow fever, April 3, 1838, 
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seventeen years after the death of Napoleon. Henry D. 
Thomason, Capt., Med, Corps, U.S8.A., while stationed 
in Santiago de Cuba during the last days of the American 
occupation, busied himself in gathering the material for 
this interesting story of Dr. Antomarchi’s life im Cuba. 
It has numerous illustrations of the scenes and persons 
associated with the life of the doctor, and a. representa- 
tion of the death mask of Napoleon taken by this 
physician, carried with him to Cuba and sold eight years 
ago for $30. ‘The history of this mask is given here. 
Dr. Antomarchi was the author of several books, includ- 
ing “Les Dernier Moments de Napoleon.” 

The bill (H.R. 28436) providing Federal pay for the 
Militia got just far enough in the last session of Con- 
gress to make it sure that National Guardsmen will 
eventually be on the Federal pay roll. If it had not 
been for amendments which were placed on the bill in 
the Senate Committee, and for which members of the 
Organized Militia are responsible, in all probability 
this, like a number of other important measures, would 
have slipped through in the closing hours of the session, 
when the Senate legislated at the rate of nearly a million 
dollars a minute. As the measure came from the House 
it overcame the objections of those who insist that the 
Federal Government should not pay state troops. The 
‘House bill, as published on page 798, our issue of March 
4, made the National Guard a real reserve for the Regular 
Army. By it, after a regiment, company or any organi- 
zation of the Guard had been inspected by officers of 
the War Department its personnel went on a list which 
was to be kept in the War Department. This not only 
included the enlisted men, but also the officers. In the 
event of war the members of the National Guard who 
had passed inspection would be ordered to the field with 
their officers and organizations intact. These troops 
must respond to a call, and be under the direction of the 
President as much as the Regulars or Volunteers. Officers 
in the Guard who had stood inspection and were entitled 
to pay would retain their rank when they were called 
out by the President. 





But over in the Senate, through the influence ot some 
of the National Guard, who apparently did not under- 
stand the provisions of the bill as passed by the House, 
it was amended so that the relations between the Or- 
ganized Militia and the Army were not materially 
changed from what they are now. It is true that the 
Senate amendments provided that if members of the 
National Guard did not respond they could be court- 
martialed, but, according to decisions of the court, there 
is no authority by which the state Militia can be court- 
martialed until it has enlisted in the Federal Service. 
This provision, it is claimed, would be practically 
valueless in the event of war, and on this account a 
number of Senators opposed the measure, because they 
thought that the Federal Government should not pay 
troops that are not as much under the direction of the 
War Department as is the Regular Army. This legisla- 
tion may not come up at the special session, but it will 
no doubt be reintroduced and be considered at the next 
regular session. If a bill, drawn up along the lines of 
that which passed the House, is supported by the officers 
of the National Guard it will doubtless pass both 
Houses, and an effort will be made to induce them to 
accept such a bill before it comes up again, as this will 
ensure its passage. It is contended by the supporters 
of the House bill that it does not confer upon the Presi- 
dent and the General Government any more authority 
than is now held over every able-bodied citizen of the 
Republic. The President already has the authority to 
call upon every able-bodied citizen in the country to 
serve in the Army in time of war. The only difference 
is that under the House bill, in the event of war, the 
National Guard would be called first, and its organization, 
which had passed inspection of the War Department, 
would take the field with its present officers and organiza- 
tion. The privilege of calling it first is given as a 
consideration for Federal pay. ‘ 
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In his remarks on the Navy Personnel bill in the 
Engineering Magazine Prof. Ira N. Hollis, of Harvard 
University, formerly an engineer officer of our Navy, tells 
us that the chief objection to the new legislation was 
that “no officer can be everything on board ship.’”’ Con- 
gress never contemplated anything of the kind. No navy 
of sailors could become a navy of engineers simply by 
Act of Congress. At first the provisions of the Personnel 
bill seemed unsatisfactory, for three reasons: (1) The 
change at a single stride from sails to a modern system 
of battleships was so sudden that it seemed like upset- 
ting the whole Service; (2) for a number of years after 
the Spanish War there was a great scarcity of officers, 
and (3) the officers into whose hands the new organiza- 
tion fell were either lukewarm or distinctly opposed to 
it. “The consequence of this attitude was that in engi- 
neering matters the Navy drifted for five or six years, 
and the criticism against the outcome of the Personnel 
bill was entirely justified. It looked for awhile as if 
the Department would be obliged to employ civilian 
engineers or to extend the duties of the corps of naval 
constructors to the design, direction and management of 
machinery. That time has, however, passed by and the 
past four years have demonstrated the capacity of the 
line to cope with the whole question.” Professor Hollis 








states that in the merchant marine the annual cost of 
repairs to machinery exceeds nine per cent.; in the Navy 
In old ships of 


it is only two per cent. of the value. 
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the line, such as the Chicago and Boston of the period 
1880-1890, the average coal consumption per indicated 
horsepower for five ships was 2.67; in five ships for the 
period 1905-1910, such as the North Dakota and Birming- 
ham, the consumption was but 1.736. The coal con- 
sumption for steaming purposes per knot, including tugs, 
colliers and torpedo craft, was: in 1907, 1,027 pounds; 
in 1910, 740 pounds only. The total engineering ex- 
penses for each horsepower in the Navy were: in 1907, 
6.04; in 1910, 3.97. 


The Boston Transcript makes a mistake when it 
discusses disarmament from the viewpoint of “parity” 
of military equipment and forces. The parity to be sought 
is the parity of danger, of risk, of interests involved in 
disarmament. As we have before pointed out, it will be 
very difficult for any body of statisticians or statesmen 
to come to an agreement as to what force each nation 
should have in proportion to its dangers. A “parity” 
of naval disarmament that would take all Russia’s and 
Great Britain’s warships off the seas would be a manifest 
injustice to England, while a system of disarmament that 
would reduce the armies of Russia and England to a 
handful of troops would be an injustice to Russia, liable 
as she is to a land invasion. “Parity” is a good word 
with which to conjure up visions of universal peace, but 
it represents a condition of national defense impossible 
of attainment until all nations shall have the same re- 
sources, the same colonies, the same routes of food supply; 
the same international obligations. The United States 
is an excellent illustration of the point we are trying to 
bring home to our peace friends.. They will hardly deny 
that the relation of the United States toward other 
nations and toward international problems has radically 
changed since 1898. A policy of disarmament that 
might have suited our interests in 1897 might now not 
only be a great menace, but might invite attack from 
quarters where, if we were strong, thoughts of armed 
protest might not arise. With large interests in the 
Philippines, with whose destiny a little more than ten 
years ago we were scarcely concerned at all, it is mani- 
fest that our relation to Oriental politics has materially 
altered in the decade, and any scheme of disarmament 
must take into account this change of attitude toward 
world problems, 
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The scenes of confusion and discrder attending the 
closing hours of the Sixty-first Congress have given it a 
reputation it does not fully deserve, for it leaves behind 
it a record of much useful legislation, and the Services 
have reason to remember it with gratitude for much 
that it has done, however much it may have left undone. 
This is shown by the summary of Congressione! work 
given in this number. In the fierce strife of politics, and 
the struggle for local and personal advantage, it does not 
seem. possible to persuade our National Legislature to 
deal with the Army and the Navy as a whole and on 
broad lines, such as those indicated in the case of the 
Army in the speech by Representative McLachlan, of 
California, from which we quote in another column. We 
believe it would be entirely possible to greatly increase 
the efficiency of the Army to reinforce it with an efficient 
reserve of men, arms and ammunition, without adding 
anything whatever to the annual Army budget. 








We are glad that Representative Hull took occasion 
to call the attention of his colleagues to the paper of 
Col. George S. Anderson on the subject of Army educa- 
tion, for there are many in the Army who will sympathize 
with General Anderson, as he is now to be, in some of his 
opinions. With fine scorn of excessive book learning, 
to the neglect of practical instruction in a soldier’s work, 
Colonel Anderson says: “A man who is twenty-five and 
wants to go to school may be benefited; but if he don’t 
want to go it is far better to leave him at home. All 
the learned professions hold annual conventions, at which 
are read valuable professional papers; but if these were 
prepared ‘by order’ they would be valueless, and the 
professions would become the laughing stock of the world. 
Our latest disease seems to be the medical profession. 
All line officers are taught hygiene, pathology, physiology, 
anatomy and surgery—and I question when materia 
medica and gynecology will follow. Law has had its 
course, and now we are in the beginning of its sensible 
period—the period of decline. In looking over the field 
of human learning and endeavor we find but one branch 
neglected, and that must have its turn next—it is 
theology. If that does not come within the next year 
and a half, I fear that I shall be able to miss it—and 
pass to the retired list; but partially educated at last.” 
Colonel Anderson may not have yet taken his degree in 
divinity, but he certainly understands the art of effective 
preaching, as is shown by his article from which we 
quote, and which we should be glad to publish entire, for 
it is excellent reading.

The opera bouffe character of the rebellion in Mexico 
is indicated by the following newspaper despatch dated 
Mexico City, March 6: “Reports of the encounter near 
Igula, Guerrero, are slowly coming in. The first clash 
was said to have occurred between fifty state troopers 
and several hundred rebels at Huitzuco. The rebels were 
poorly armed and were driven to the church, A body 
of rebel horsemen, meeting a group of Federals unload- 
ing a case of ammunition from a mule, believed they 
were facing a machine gun and fled. Those in the church 
became panic-stricken and followed in confusion. Four 
men were killed and eleven wounded. The rebels left 





‘ none of their number behind.” 
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The new Russian infantry regulations, based on ex- 
periences of the Manchurian war, are said by the London 
Army and Navy Gazette to contain little that is novel, 
and that little is being severely criticized in the Russian 
army. The regulations regarding the attack provide 
that, for attack on the enemy’s advanced positions the 
force is to be divided into columns net exceeding one 
infantry brigade in strength, and that the advanced 
positions are to be attacked and carried simultaneously. 
These are then to be entrenched, forming positions of 
assembly for the further advance. It is reckoned that 
the attack will have to deploy into a line of battalion 
columns at from 5,500 to 6,600 yards from the enemy. 
At 3,300 yards these will come under “efficient” artillery 
fire, and will deploy into company columns, and at 
2,200 yards into section columns. Weak firing lines will 
then be formed, but there will be no attempt to make 
strong ones till within 1,100 yards ot the position. The 
columns are not to check and deploy till forced to do so 
by the effect of the enemy’s fire. From 1,100 yards 
onward the infantry are to work from position to posi- 
tion, the advance of each company being supported by 
the fire of those adjoining. When the final position, 
from which the assault is to be delivered is gained, it 
is to be strongly entrenched, and the assault is to be 
prepared by a heavy and long continued infantry fire, in 
order to demoralize the defenders. The supports are 
also to entrench positions behind the firing line, in order 
to cover the retreat if the assault is repelled. When the 
position is captured part of the troops are to entrench 
it while the remainder pursue. Says the Gazette: “The 
new Russian procedure is not unlike our own in the early 
battles of the Boer war, and it has the fatal defect of 
assuming that the enemy will sit still while the systematic 
approach is going on. When the attacking force is 
deployed and tied to the ground by its entrenchments, 
it will be at the mercy of an enterprising defender who 
sallies out and attacks it in flank. The attack on the 
advanecd positiens, and their subsequent entrenchment, 
will take all day; and the defender will be free to move 
as he pleases during the ensuing night. His main body 
will be fresh, only the advanced troops having been 
engaged, and the attacker may wake up next morning 
to find that the defender has moved off, or has occupied 
a position enfilading the attacking line. The regulation 
that the final position is to be entrenched before the 
assault is attempted will give the defender time to 
reinforce the threatened point. Equally unsound is the 
regulation that the supports are to entrench themselves 
behind the firing line to cover the retreat of the latter 
if defeated. The Russian idea of preceding the assault 
by a long continued bombardment with infantry fire 
proved futile at Plevna, and is not likely to be more 
successful at the present day. The defenders will reply 
by oblique fire from flanking positions, and the troops 
of the main attack are not likely to see much in front 
of them to fire at. They will simply fire volleys over 
the nearest skyline, and the ineffectiveness of this nature 
of fire will do much to encourage the defenders. Finally, 
the regulation that after a position is captured part of 
the troops are to entrench and part to pursue is utterly 
indefensible. If the enemy is on the run, every man 
should be employed in the pursuit; if he is merely driven 
back for a short distance, the whole available force 
should be employed in entrenching till reinforcements 
arrive.”

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In Spalding’s “College Baseball Annual for 1911” Capt. 
Palmer E. Pierce, U.S.A., president of the N.C. Athletic 
Association, discusses with much frankness the ques- 
tion of the moral influence of professionalism on students. 
His subject is “College Baseball vs. Summer Baseball.” 
The trouble has grown out of the practice of collegians 
playing baseball for money in the summer months when 
the colleges are elosed. This has grown to such an 
extent that some colleges have entirely given up all 
efforts to prohibit the playing of baseball for money in 
the summer. These colleges claim that it is impracticable 
to enforce the amateur rules. with regard to this sport, 
that such efforts have failed, and that it is better to 
come out squarely and permit students to play for money 
under certain restrictions than to seek to prevent pro- 
fessionalism and fail. Efforts at control result in 
falsifying and hypocrisy, they assert, with a consequent 
greater injury to the student body than would be caused 
by open permission to the players to spend their summer 
vacations in playing ball for money. Such colleges 
permit men who play on professional teams in the sum- 
mer to take part in intercollegiate contests the following 
spring. The N.C.A.A. has had committees at work on 
this problem for several years, and Captain Pierce hopes 
a solution will be ready for next December. The associa- 
tion has been carefully watching the plan of a New 
England college to settle the question. There it is 
recognized that students may need the money they make 
playing ball to help them through college and that they 
should not be barred from all ball playing. Hence teams 
of “ineligible” players are formed, whose members can 
play in intramural games, but are barred from inter- 
collegiate contests. This plan has some excellent features 
to recommend it, the chief of which is that it removes 
the temptation to falsify. The greatest trouble the 
association encounters in seeking to adjust this matter 
is that the public and the student body are not well 
educated as to what the law of amateurism is and the 
necessity for it. Of course, it is plain, to anyone ac- 
quainted with athletics, that the N.C.A.A. and other 
bodies controling amateur athletics must decide to keep 
paid players out, or the whole scheme of amateurism 
goes to pieces. The group photographs in this Guide 
begin with the teams of the Military and Naval 
Academies. This is the initial issue of the college base- 
ball guide, and the importance of the Academy teams is 
shown by their being selected for the front pages.

Analyzing the injuries sustained in football, Dr. 
Morris Joseph Clurman, in an article in the Medical 
Record, says there were two cases in 1905 when death 
resulted from a fractured rib being driven through the 
heart. He feels that no argument is necessary to prove 
the danger of a game that makes such an accident pos- 
sible. In 1906 the deaths from American college foot- 
ball, according to his statistics, aggregated eleven, while 
the players injured numbered 103 in 1907 the deaths 
were the same, but the injured decreased to ninety-seven ; 
in 1908 che deaths were thirteen and the injured were 
eighty-four: in 1909, the deaths jumped to thirty-three, 
while the injured decreased to seventy-three; in 1910 
the deaths fell off to nineteen, but the injured rose to 
400. Dr. Clurman asks what advantages can be ad- 








vanced to offset these gruesome figures, and whether the 
sport is so valuable that it is worth while paying this 
priceless yearly toll of human lives. The element of 
fatigue and exhaustion, he says, is one of the strongest 
arguments against the game that is generally overlooked. 
A player may not be apparently injured, and yet after 
a hard season of football he may be left with an ir- 
retrievably damaged constitution. Professor James, of 
Illinois, is quoted as saying that “nearly all football 
players have weak hearts, and are more liable to diseases 
than other men who exercise moderately.” It is not the 
strenuous and exhaustive exercise kept up for a com- 
paratively brief period that is of value in life, but “the 
daily graded and moderate exercises kept up for years 
that develop a man to the highest grade of physical 
efficiency.” Among the psychological defects of the game, 
the medical essayist mentions the false valuation of 
college standards that prospective students and others 
get from football reports in the daily press; the 
exaggerated ideas of importance that students assume 
when they are so publicly praised for their work on the 
gridiron, and the disadvantages in scholarship that 
players suffer who devote much of their energies and 
time to football. Having for the title of his paper the 
interrogative caption, “Is Football a Factor for Good or 
for Evil?’ Dr. Clurman answers that the game is 
decidedly a factor for evil.

No “line” can jie got on the comparative merits of the 
teams as shown in the series until April 12, when the 
Navy will play Rutgers, West Point’s opening adversary. 
A month will elapse before another direct comparison 
will be available, that afforded by the Navy’s game on 
May 13 with Dickinson, which will have played the Army 
several weeks before. This last will not be very satis- 
factory, on account of the early place of Dickinson in 
the West Point schedule and the chance of the Navy to 
improve its game in the interim.

The Scientific American considers the fortifying of 
the canal in the light of the proximity of turbulent 
governments near it, “whose perpetual ferment may 
cause’ them to break into hostilities at very short notice.” 
The canal occupies an anomalous position among the 
great achievements of man. While requiring many years 
for construction it will be capable of quick destruction, 
or, at least, of such effective disablement as to be ren- 
dered useless for an undetermined but very considerable 
length of time. While our contemporary says there has 
been almost a unanimous opinion among our military 
experts that the waterway should be fortified, it admits 
there have been some who have taken ground against 
fortifications. “Among these,” it says, “is a retired rear 
admiral, the value of whose professional opinion would 
seem to be decreasing in the exact proportion as the 
demand for his services as a magazine writer is increas- 
ing.” Conditions at the Atlantic terminus of the canal 
are such that on both sides of Limon Bay are excellent 
sites for forts well advanced on outlying points, The line 
adjoining these sites is three thousand yards in front 
of the point where the canal prism reaches a low water 
depth sufficient for battleships. Powerful forts at these 
two points would suffice to keep a hostile fleet ten to 
twelve thousand yards distant from the canal entrance, 
and permit our ships, or the ships of another nation in 
case we were neutral in a war, to form line of battle 
before moving out to engage the enemy. 
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General Wood, Chief of Staff, in a published state- 
ment says: “The U.S. Military Academy for a number 
of years has been running about seventy-five to eighty- 
five per cent. of its authorized capacity. It is con- 
sidered that it is of vital importance to the best interests 
of the Army to turn out the largest possible number of 
graduates from that institution. It is believed that a 
greet many vacancies are due to the fact that young 
men who would like to go to West Point are not aware 
that vacancies exist in their districts for which they are 
eligible. It is also believed that the expense incident to 
making leng journeys to centers of examination has a 
deterrent influence. ‘The policy of the War Department 
from now on will be to facilitate in every way the pre- 
liminaries of an examination and to give as much pub- 
licity as possible to existing vacancies. A special ex- 
amination for existing vacancies has been ordered for 
May 2, 1911, and will be conducted at a number of posts 
throughout the country.” Candidates making applica- 
tion for appointment will be informed at which post— 
that nearest their home—+they will be examined. The 
special examination, General Wood announces, appears 
expedient because of 129 vacancies in the total authorized 
strength of 650 members of the cadet corps which now 
exist. Though members of Congress show great indif- 
ference to the selection of candidates for the Military 
Academy they refused to pass the bill before the last 
Congress permitting the President to. fill ‘vacancies in 
the list of candidates for appointment to West Point. 








In a letter to the Cosmopolitan Magazine protesting 
against its publication of the deserter’s story of Bailey 
Millard, Major D. T. Mathers, 3d N.G.N.J., said: “It is 
due the Army that you interest yourselves enough to in- 
vestigate and learn the truth, then publish another article 


and try to right the wrong you have done. Further, 
why not urge the establishment of a ‘general service 
corps’ by Congress to do many of the unpleasant things 
which must be attended to, and which are now done by 
the enlisted force. Such a recommendation from the

military authorities has been unheeded in the past. Such 
a corps would remove garbage, assist the sanitary troops 
in care of sinks or incinerators and relieve the fighting 
force of some duties as are complained of in your article, 
but which are necessary to be done. You can’t feed and 
house a lot of men anywhere without having a lot of 
refuse which must be disposed of promptly and con- 
tinually in order to preserve health, and until Congress 
provides the service corps the men themselves must per- 
form these unpleasant duties.” 





The Kansas City Star quotes F. P. Helm, director of 
navigation of the Philippine government, as saying: “(No 
foreign Admiral Dewey could capture Manila now. 
There are hidden concrete fortifications at Corregidor, 
the commanding point in the harbor, equipped with an 
armament of disappearing 12-inch guns. Just what is 
the strength of that fortress is a secret, visitors being 
barred and information being withheld.” Mr. Helm 
reports that there is just now an active movement in the 
Philippines in favor of better roads. He also says: 
“The Philippines comprise a genuine land of opportu- 
nity. The islands have virgin farm lands that will raise 
anything, gold and silver and copper mines, and acres 
of hardwoods that never have been touched. Why, in 
Manila the butchers use big mahogany slabs for meat 
blocks because of its hardness, as well as cheapness. I 
have a little bungalow in Manila that has mahogany 
even in the kitchen. Every stick of furniture is of 
mahogany, or red narra, as the wood is called in the 
islands.”

Brigadier General Funston, U.S.A., will be interested 
in the cartoon in Life of March 9, depicting a number of 
boys in all sorts of uniforms, from the dress of a drum 
major to that of a staff officer. Life has this line under- 
neath it: “This is not a group of U.S. Army officers, but 
the latest thing in call boys’ liveries in up-to-date hotels.” 
The pity of this is that this misuse of uniforms should 
be associated with up-to-date hotels. If more of the 
patrons of high class hostelries would show their dis- 
approval of this dressing of hall boys, as did General 
Funston, the practice might cease. Some foreigner has 
said that the American, though credited with prodigious 
energy and initiative, will submit to many things that 
he objects to rather than bother himself to protest. In 
that respect he differs from the Englishman, who, when 
he does not like a thing, does not hesitate to express his 
opinion. 
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Rear Admiral Seaton Schroeder, U.S.N., under date 
of Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, March 4, 1911, in a wireless 
to the Secretary of the Navy, says: “First, Second and 
Fourth Divisions completed Admiral’s inspections, coaled 
and held individual ship drills. Third Division regiment, 
Commander Sims regimental commander, camped on 
shore for small-arms practice and camp _ experience. 
Battleships’ rifle teams held annual match Friday and 
Saturday, the teams being composed entirely of enlisted 
men. Teams finished in following order: Nebraska, New 
Hampshire, Minnesota, Louisiana, Georgia, Mississippi, 
North Dakota, Kansas, Rhode Island, Idaho, Virginia, 





Vermont, Connecticut, Montana, Tennessee, North 
Carolina. Four hundred and eighty men qualified in 
swimming.” 





At a crowded citizens’ meeting at the Sydney, Aus- 
tralia, town hall Feb, 21, the Lord Mayor presiding, it 
was resolved unanimously and enthusiastically (1) te 
support any action Mr. Pearce, the minister for defense, 
may take for ensuring an adequate supply of arms and 
ammunition to enable the adult population capable of 
bearings arms to participate in their country’s defense; 
(2) that the present international conditions require an 
extension of the defense preparations and the immediate 
compulsory training of youths above eighteen years of 
age, and (3) that it is important to secure at the earliest 
possible moment a uniform gauge for the trunk lines 
of the commonwealth.

An order issued from the War Department this week 
authorizes the establishment of company barber shops 
and of company billiard and pool tables, from which 
revenues may be derived. All funds accruing therefrom 
will be accounted for as part of the company fund. 
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FEDERAL AUTHORITY OVER NATIONAL GUARD 


The increasing influence of the Army in the affairs of 
the Organized Militia gives special point to the silver 
medal prize essay in the March-April Journal of the 
Military Service Institution by Lieut: Col. W. Irving 
Taylor, A.M., LL.B., Ph.D., of New York city, 
the senior assistant to the Chief of Coast Artillery of 
New York. It is on the subject of how far in time of 
peace the authority of the United States can be extended 
over the Organized Militia of the various states and ter- 
ritories in view of the fact that “the General Govern- 
ment has no control over the selection, appointment or 
commissioning of officers, either non-commissioned or 
commissioned, these functions being reserved to the 
several states. Nor has it any authority over the train- 
ing of the Militia likewise reserved.” Recently a board 
of Army officers, says the essayist, was convened to 
recomniend a uniform course of instruction for Coast 
Artillery Reserves, and the reviewing authority, in ap- 
proving the recommendations of this board, advised that 
such reserve officers as failed to pass satisfactory ex- 
aminations be “either debarred from advancement” or 
“reduced to the ranks of civil life.’ This report having 
been referred to the Chief of the Division of Militia 
Affairs, that officer remarked that “it is not within the 
prerogative of the War Department to issue orders or 
instructions that shall direct or require the discharge of 
an officer or an enlisted man of the Organized Militia for 
any reason whatever. * * * It is only proper for the 
United States to indicate to the states in matters of in- 
struction what the standards of the Regular Army 
Service are and to assist the military authorities of the 
states in their efforts to attain to these standards by 
furnishing instructions and literature.’ The Acting 
Secretary of War approved these remarks. There re- 
mains then, says Colonel Taylor, of the Federal power 
over the Militia only the power for organizing, arming 
and disciplining them. Since Congress holds the purse 
strings the essayist says it can establish conditions for 
participating in the appropriations, and he suggests some 
of the reforms which the Federal Government might well 
undertake in the Militia by this method. siaiae 

Capt. John H. Sherburne, F.A., Mass. Vol, Militia, 
in the honorable mention essay on the same _ subject, 
says that the Constitution in defining the delegated 
powers of Congress states it shall have power “to. provide 
for organizing, arming and disciplining the Militia,” and 
that the Supreme Court has never construed the meaning 
of the word “organizing” as used here. He believes it 
probable that, if the question were raised, it would be 
found that the Constitution gave the United States the 
right not merely to make certain general rules, but also 
to enforce those rules. 'The work of the National Guard 
under the new Militia law has become “very exacting,” 
and a natural result has been the scheme to pay the 
Militia. Whether this is right or wrong, the essayist 
holds that the practical result of paying the Guard by 
congressional appropriation will be to give the Federal 
Government the right and power not only to demand 
that the several states shall conform to certain require- 
ments, but to make the enlisted man of the Militia attain 
and maintain a certain standard of proficiency, and to 
pass upon the fitness of officers and organizations. If 
the Federal Government contribute financial assistance 
now unquestionably needed, “it will have all the au- 
thority over the Militia that it needs.” A Federal 
Militia is not to be thought of, says the essayist, as it 
would result in the subversion of state sovereignty. 

The further extension of the national authority over 
the National Guard should result in a large increase of 
the state forces, to be determined by the President, and 
Congress should give him the power to make his man- 
dates effective. The Federal authorities should take ab- 
solute control of field work and make such instruction 
progressive. There must be better armories, and the 
paper suggests that the Federal Government build and 
maintain armories scattered about each state. Any sen- 
timental objection to this scheme might be met by the 
states having control over the armories and paying back 
to the National Government the cost of her armories. 
Congress should pass a new law more nearly complete 
than the Dick law. The objection that Federal control 
would mean the directing of the Guard by Regular 
officers who do not understand the Militia could be met 
by the President’s appointing either an Assistant Secre- 
tary of War or an adjutant general for the Militia from 
the Militia itself. The pay should not be less than one 
hundred dollars a year for each Militiaman on the basis 
of twenty-five per cent. of Regular pay. A National 
Guard Army of a quarter of a million men would cost 
about twenty-five millions yearly, including pay, which 
would not be too high a price to pay. f 

The Columbia Magazine publishes an article by O. 
Alexander on “Our Civilian Army,” giving the reasons 
why Congress should pass the bill providing pay for the 
National Guard in proportion to service rendered. The 
article is illustrated by Militia scenes and by portraits 
of Adjutants General Verbeck, of New York (‘“‘un- 
doubtedly one of the ablest and most efficient_ officers 
that has ever held that position”) ; Stewart, of Pennsyl- 
vania; Pearson, of Massachusetts, and Cole, of Connec- 
ticut. Mr. Alexander shows some of the hardships now 
suffered by Militiamen of small means in the attempt 
to perform their Militia duties subject to various per- 
sonal expenses and without pay to meet them. To all 
intents and purposes,” he says, “service in the National 
Guard as at present conducted. is a self-imposed burden, 
with all the obligations, but without the pay or other 
advantages of service in the Regular. Army.” Service 
in the National Guard does not entail “all the obliga- 
tions” of the Regular Service by any means, as a 
militiaman would speedily ascertain if he should join 
the Army. 


>> 
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The world leadership of the Pacific was the subject of 
an address delivered by Mr. Lincoln C. Cummings at the 
meeting of the Navy League in Los Angeles, Cal., this 
week. In it Mr. Cummings said: “The ‘splendid isola- 
tion’ of the United States, which has been the visionary 
dream of many statesmen and enthusiasts, has been 
changed into a nightmare by rapid development of events. 
No nation can exist commercially and exert its proper 
political influence among the nations of the world without 
a navy strong in proportion to its wealth and the ambi- 
tions and commercial necessities of its population. — The 
navy is the Jong arm of the nation—the force which it 
is able to swing to any given locality to enforce its policy 
and guard its commercial and political interests, This 
great world artery (the Panama Canal) should be made 
impregnable by adequate fortifications, and a source of 
strength and not weakness in war. as it would plainly 
become if the Navy should be required at each entrance 





for its defense. With the opening of the Panama Canal 
the trade routes of the world will readjust themselves, 
and the Caribbean will become a scene of great activity 
and commercial action... The islands and ports of the 
West Indies will assume greater importance, and our 
dominant influence of right must be maintained by sea 
strength. The American people are doubly safe from 
invasion, in their forbearance to give offense to other 
nations, and also in their inherent power to make hostile 
attack impracticable. Is there a single instance in his- 
tory where the fact that any nation was armed and ready 
for its adequate defense has precipitated war? On the 
contrary, it should be instructive to observe that, because 
of this preparedness, war has been many times averted. 
1 yerily believe that if our Navy will—as I believe it 
must—accomplish one thing, and that a new birth of 
patriotism, it will be worth more than any cost.” 
At the first session of the convention, March 7, Hutch I. 
Cone, Engineer-in-Chief of the Navy, read a valuable 
and interesting paper on the Navy on the Pacific coast 
and the use of oil as fuel for our Navy vessels. <A 
reception was given in the afternoon. 


WHAT THE ARMY BILL CARRIES. 


As it now becomes a law, with its total appropriation 
of $93,678,585, as against $95,440,567 last year, the 
Army Appropriation bill for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1912, carries a number of pieces of new legislation, 
fully discussed in our issues of Jan. 21, Feb. 11 and 18 
and March 4, but which we here briefly summarize, as 
some may be in doubt as to the final result of Congres- 
sional action on this important measure. The items of 
appropriation in detail as passed by the House were 
published in our issue of Jan. 21. The only changes 
from those figures, as the bill is now enacted, are in the 
following:

Hereafter the Chief of the Division of Militia Affairs, 
Office of the Chief of Staff, shall be detailed from the 
general officers of the line of the Army, and while so 
serving shall be an additional member of the General 
Staff Corps. 


For experimentation with aeroplanes and other aerial 
— $125,000 is placed at the service of the Signal 
orps. 


The accounting officers of the Treasury, in settlement of 
claims, shall not stop against amount found due the payments 
for exercise of higher command made between April 26, 1898, 
and March 18, 1907, in accordance with regulations and 
decisions then existing; Provided, That where disallowances or 
stoppages on account of pay received for exercise of higher 
command between said dates have been made in settlement 
of claims, the Auditor for the War Department is directed to 
reopen said settlements and to credit claimants full amount 
due on their claims; And provided further, That nothing 
herein contained shall be construed as authorizing the ac- 
counting officers of the Treasury to allow any claim for in- 
crease of pay for exercise of higher command between April 
26, 1898, and March 18, 1907, which may now be pending 
or hereafter presented, except in accordance with the decision 
of March 18, 1907, of the U.S. Supreme Court in the case 
of Donn C. Mitchell. 


A Service School detachment is constituted, consisting 
of five sergeants and six privates, Hospital Corps. 


The Secretary of War is authorized hereafter to detail 
an officer of the Medical Corps to take charge of the first 
aid department of the American Red Cross. 


Hereafter so much of Sec. 20, Act of Feb. 2, 1901, as 
provides that veterinarians shall receive the pay and 
allowances of second lieutenants, mounted, shall be inter- 
preted to authorize their retirement under the laws 
governing the retirement of second lieutenants. Commu- 
tation of quarters is to be allowed to veterinarians on 
duty with troops at stations where there are no public 
quarters. 


The paymasters’ clerks of the Army are provided for 
as follows: “Hereafter the pay and py Festi let of Army 
paymasters’ clerks shall be the same as provided by law 
for Navy paymasters’ clerks on shore duty, and they shall 
also be entitled to the same right of retirement with the 
same retired pay as is now allowed Navy paymasters’ 
clerks ; Provided, That Army paymasters’ clerks shall be 
subject to the Rules and Articles of War.” 


The Adjutant General of Missouri is reimbursed for 
personal funds advanced to pay the Militia troop attend- 
ing the joint encampment at Fort Riley. 


The section adding 200 officers to the Army to provide 
for vacancies caused by details on detached service and 
adding thirty officers to the Quartermaster’s Department 
reads as follows: 


Upon the request of the Governors of the several states 
and territories concerned, the President may detach officers of 
the active list of the Army from their proper commands for 
duty as inspectors and instructors of the Organized Militia, 
as follows, namely: Not to exceed one officer for each regi- 
ment and separate battalion of Infantry, or its equivalent 
of other troops: Provided, That line officers detached for 
duty with the Organized Militia under the provisions hereof, 
together with those detached from their proper commands, 
under the provisions of law, for other duty the usual period 
of which exceeds one year, shall be subject to the provisions 
of Sec. 27 of the Act approved Feb. 2, 1901, with reference 
to details to the Staff Corps, but the total number of de- 
tached officers hereby made subject to these provisions shall 
not exceed 200: And provided further, That the numpber of 
such officers detached from each of the several branches of 
the line of the Army shall be in proportion to the author- 
ized commissioned strength of that branch; they shall be 
of the grades first lieutenant to colonel, inclusive, and the 
number detached from each grade shall be in proportion 
to the number in that grade now provided by law for the 
whole Army. The vacancies hereby caused or created in the 
grade of second lieutenant shall be filled in accordance with 
existing law, one-half in each fiscal year until the total num- 
ber of vacancies shall have been filled: Provided, That here- 
after vacancies in the grade of second lieutenant occurring 
in any fiscal year shall be filled by appointment in the fol- 
lowing order, namely: First, of cadets graduated from the 
United States Military Academy during that fiscal year; 
second, of enlisted men whose fitness for promotion shall 
have been determined by competitive examination; third, of 
eandidates from civil life betwen the ages of twenty-one 
and twenty-seven years. The President is authorized to 
make rules and regulations to carry these provisions into 
effect: Provided, That the Quartermaster’s Department is 
hereby increased by two colonels, three lieutenant colonels, 
geven majors, and eighteen pt , the v thus 
created to be filled by promotion and detail in accordance 
with Sec. 26 of the Act approved Feb. 2, 1901. 


The above was a compromise, the Senate having voted 
for an increase of 612 officers, while the House Military 





Committee favorably reported a bill providing for an 
increase of officers, and also a provision authorizing 
the calling of retired officers back to active duty at the 
discretion of the Secretary of War on any duty not 
involving service with troops. This latter proposition 
was never brought to a vote. 


For equipping the Coast Artillery of the Militia with 
dummy guns and other equipments $338,170 is appro- 
priated. The Organized Militia is also to receive Field 
Artillery equipment, for which this bill carries $770,000, 
to remain available. until the end of the fiscal year 1913. 

Hereafter when under the Army Regulations subsistence 
supplies are furnished to another bureau of the War Depart- 
ment, or to another executive department of the Government 
or employees thereof, payment therefor shall be made in cash 
by the proper disbursing officer of the bureau, office or de- 
partment concerned, or by the employee to whom the sale is 
made. When the transaction is between two bureaus of the 
War Department the price to be charged shall be the contract 
or invoice price of the supplies. When the transaction is 
between the Subsistence Department and another executive 
department of the Government or employees thereof the price 
to be charged shall include the contract or invoice price and 
ten per centum additional to cover wastage in transit, and 
the cost of transportation. 

Heat and light are to be furnished for contract 
surgeons and dental surgeons in public quarters at mili- 
tary posts. 

For the purchase of land in Virginia for grazing and 
training horses purchased for the Service $200,000 is 
appropriated. 

No part of this appropriation shall be expended for the 
purchase of any horses below the standard set by Army 
Regulations for Cavalry and Artillery horses, except when 
purchased for instruction of cadets at the U.S. Military 
Academy. 

lt is provided that— 

Hereafter from the enlisted force of the Army now provided 
by law the President may authorize the organization of re- 
mount detachments at each of the remount depots, and may 
authorize the appointment there of such non-commissioned 
officers, mechanics, artificers, farriers, horseshoers and cooks 
as may be necessary for the administration of such remount 
depots; Provided, That nothing herein shall be so construed 
as to authorize an increase in the total number of enlisted 
men of the Army now authorized -by law. . 

Of the sum appropriated for barracks and quarters 
$25,000 is authorized to be expended for the construction 
and completion of a chapel in the Yellowstone National 
Park on or near the military reservation of Fort Yellow- 
stone, and $10,000 for the completion of the chapel at 
Fort Sam Houston. 


Transport privileges are extended to men of the 
Revenue Cutter Service at their own expense, as well as 
to secretaries and supplies of the Army and Navy De- 
partment of the Y.M.C.A., and when cargo: space’ is 
available without displacing military supplies transporta- 
tion may be provided for merchandise of American 
production consigned to residents and mercantile firms 
of the island of Guam, rates and regulations therefor to 
be prescribed by the Secretary of War. 

The accounting officers of the Treasury are directed to 
remove any suspensions or disallowances in accounts: of 
quartermasters for the fiscal years 1909, 1910 and 1911, 
for the temporary hire of motor vehicles and for the 
repair, operation and maintenance of motor vehicles in 
the Quartermaster’s Department, when approved by the 
Secretary of War as necessary for the public service. 


An expenditure of $100,000 is authorized for the im- 
provement of the Fort D. A. Russell target range, and 
$17,200 for the water supply of Fort Meade. 

Alaskan roads receive an appropriation of $150,000, 
and the Secretary of War is authorized to assign retired 
officers to active duty as members of the Alaskan Road 
Commission, the provisions of the Act of April 23, 1904, 
as to assignment of retired officers to active duty, to 
apply. 

The accounting officers of the Treasury are directed to 
remove any suspensions in the accounts of quartermasters 
for the fiscal years 1909 and 1910 for payments for trans- 
portation of officers’ authorized horses during said period ; 
and payment from unexpended balances is directed to 
be made to common carriers having claims for transporta- 
tion of officers’ authorized horses during the period 
mentioned ; and reimbursement is directed to officers of 
the Army for payments made by them to disbursing 
officers on account of suspensions made by the accounting 
officers of the Treasury for transportation of their 
authorized horses. 


The agreement on the paragraph to reorganize the 
Army Dental Corps gives the Army dentists rank no 
higher than first lieutenant, the dentists to rank next 
below officers of the Medical Reserve Corps. This 
measure was printed in full in our issue of March 4, 
page 798. 

“Hereafter whenever pressing obligations are required 
to be paid by a disbursing officer of the Engineer Depart- 
ment, and there is an insufficient balance to his official 
credit under the proper appropriation or appropriations 
for the purpose, he is authorized to make payment from 
the total available balance to his official credit, prévided 
sufficient funds under the proper appropriation or appro- 
priations have been allotted by the Chief of Engineers 
for the expenditure. When such disbursements are made 
the accounts of the disbursing officer shall show the 
charging of the proper appropriations, the balances under 
which will be adjusted by the disbursing officer on receipt 
of funds or by the accounting officers of the Treasury.” 

Issue of automatic pistols to the Organized Militia is 
authorized, without charging the cost against the state’s 
allotment, but the United States to retain its property 
rights in the weapons issued. For the purpose $300,000 
is appropriated. 

Members of rifle clubs and civilians are to be admitted 
to participation in the rifle contests for the National 
Trophy and medals. This is the only legislation passed 
looking toward the promotion of rifle practice among 
civilians. 

The readjustment of lineal rank lost by regimental 
promotion is provided for in the following paragraph: 

On and after the passage of this act every line officer on 
the active list below the grade of colonel who has lost ir 
lineal rank through the system of regimental promotion in 
force prior to Oct. 1, 1890, may. in the discretion of the 
President and subject to examination for promotion as pre- 
scribed by law, be advanced to higher grades in his arm up 
to and including the grade of colonel, in accordance with 
the rank he would have been entitled to hold had promotion 
been lineal throughout his arm or corps since the date of his 
entry into the arm or corps to which he permanently belongs: 
Provided, That officers advanced to higher grades under the 
provisions of this act shall be additional officers in those 
grades; Provided further, That nothing in this act shall 


operate to interfere with or retard the promotion to which 
any officer would be entitled under existing law; And pro- 
vided further, That the officers advanced to higher grades 
under this act shall be junior to the officers who now rank 
them under existing law when these officers have reached the 
same grade. 
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NAVAL APPROPRIATION FOR 1912. 


The bill appropriating for the naval service for the 
year ending June 30, 1912, carries a total of $126,- 
464,338.24, about five million less than for the preceding 
year. For table of appropriations carried by the Naval 
bill see our issue of Feb. 4, page 658. Changes from 
those figures are in the following items only:

New legislation incorporated in the measure as finally 
adopted includes the following: 

The accounting officers of the Treasury are directed to 
open and resettle, upon application, the accounts of Volun- 
teer officers of the Navy who served in the war with Spain, 
and to resettle such accounts in accordance with the decision 
of the Supreme Court of the United States in the case of the 
U.S. against John M. Hite, reported in 204 U.S.R., page 343. 

Hereafter, in fixing the cost of work under the various 
naval appropriations, the direct and indirect charges incident 
thereto shall be included in such cost: And provided furtuer, 
That the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts shall keep the 
money accounts of the Naval Establishment in such manner 
as to show such charges and shall report the same annually 
for the information of Congress. 

That officers on the active list of the line of the U.S. 
Navy who, under authority of law, now perform engineering 
duty on shore only are hereby made additional to the num- 
bers in the grades in which they are now serving, and shall 
be carried as additional to the numbers of each grade to 
which they may hereafter be promoted: Provided, That said 
officers shall be entitled to all the benefits of retirement 
under existing or future laws equally with other officers of 
like rank and service. 

Hereafter, if any officer of the U.S. Navy shall fail in 
his physical examination for promotion and be found inca- 
pacitated for service by reason of physical disability con- 
tracted in the line of duty, he shall be retired with the rank 
to which his seniority entitled him to be promoted. 

For experimental work in the development of aviation 
the Bureau of Navigation gets its first aeronautical 
appropriation, $25,000. 

Provision is made for a clerical force in the Navy 
Department at Washington, D.C., to look after the 
affairs of the Naval Militia. 

The silver service of the recently sold U.S.S. Detroit 
is loaned to the Detroit Museum of Art until such time 
as a new vessel shall be named after the city of Detroit. 

The distribution of the duties of the Bureau of Equip- 
ment among the other bureaus is authorized for another 
year, ag a further trial of the Meyer plan of reorganiza- 
tion. 

The permanent Naval Supply Fund is hereby abolished, 
and of the sum remaining on the books of the Treasury to 
the credit of the said fund after the adjustment of all lia- 
bilities, the Secretary of the Treasury is hereby authorized 
and directed to cause the sum of $1,500,000 transferred to 
the credit of said fund from the General Account of Ad- 
vances to be returned to General Account of Advances, and 
the remainder to be covered into the Treasury: and here- 
after the Naval Supply Account for the Naval Establishment, 
as created by the Act of June 25, 1910, under the Bureau 
of Supplies and Accounts, shall govern the charging, credit- 
ing, receipt, prchase, transfer, manufacture, repair, issue 
and consumption of all stores for the Naval Establishment, 
excepting the materials named in that act and such other 
materials as the Secretary of the Navy may designate: Pro- 
vided, That the amount expended under General Account of 
Advances for the purchase and manufacture of stores and 
materials for the Naval Establishment shall not exceed the 
amount available for such purposes. 

The preparation of plans and specifications is author- 
ized for a crypt in the Naval Academy chapel as a 
permanent resting place of the remains of John Paul 
Jones, and $75,000 is appropriated therefor. 

Heat and light may hereafter be furnished without 
charge for the Y.M.C.A. buildings at navy yards and 
stations. 

For an emergency repair installation at Guantanamo 
Naval Station $378,500 is appropriated. 

The chief clerk to the Major General Commandant, 
Marine Corps, receives an increase in his salary from 
$1,600 to $2,000 a year. 

Under “Pay of the Navy” provision is made for “not 
exceeding ten clerks to accounting officers” at yards and 
stations, and the same number of clerks for general 
storekeepers ashore and afloat. 

The accounting officers of the Treasury are directed 
to remove any disallowances or suspensions in accounts 
of disbursing assistant quartermasters, U.S. Marine 
Corps, for the fiscal years 1910 and 1911 for purchase, 
maintenance, repair and operation of motor and other 
vehicles, including purchase and repair of harness, stable 
equipment and accessories of the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment, U.S.M.C., when approved by the Secretary of 
the Navy as necessary for the public service. ‘ 7 

Provisions are added authorizing the President, in his 
invitation to foreign nations to participate in the Panama 
Canal celebration, to further invite them to assemble 
their fleets at Hampton Roads and proceed to Washing- 
ton to be formally welcomed by the President, who is 
requested to proceed to Hampton Roads and review the 
assembled fleets as they start on their voyage to San 
Francisco. 


INCREASE OF THE NAVY. 


The naval building program is provided for as follows: 

Two first-class battleships, each carrying as heavy armor 
and as powerful armament as any vessel of its class, to have 
the highest practicable speed and the greatest practicable 
radius of action, and to cost, exclusive of armor and arma- 
ment, not to exceed $6,000,000 each. 

Two fleet colliers, of fourteen knots trial speed when 
carrying not less than 12,500 tons of cargo and bunker coal, 
to cost not to exceed $1,000,000 each. 

Eight torpedoboat destroyers, to have the highest prac- 
ticable speed, and to cost not to exceed $825,000 each. 

Four submarine torpedoboats, in an amount not exceeding 
in the aggregate $2,000,000, and the sum of $800,000 is 
hereby appropriated for said purpose: Provided, That no part 
of this appropriation shall be expended for the construction 
of any boat by any person, firm or corporation which has 
not at the time of the commencement and construction of 
said vessels established an eight-hour work day for all em- 
ployees, laborers and mechanics engaged, or to be engaged 
in the construction of the vessels named herein. 

One submarine tender, to cost not to exceed $500,000, 
and the sum of $250,000 is hereby appropriated toward said 
purpose. 


One gunboat, to cost, exclusive of armor and armament, 
not to exceed $500,000. , 

One river gunboat, to cost, exclusive of armor and arma- 
ment, not to exceed $215,000 

Two seagoing tugs, to cost not to exceed $215,000 each. 

Construction and Machinery: On account of hulls and out- 
fits of vessels and steam machinery of vessels heretofore 
and herein authorized, $13,531,785.79: Provided, That no 
part of this appropriation for construction and machinery of 
battleships shall be expended for the construction of any 
battleships by any persons, firm or corporation which has not 
at the time of the commencement and during the construc- 
tion of said vessels established an eight-hour work day for 
all employees, laborers and mechanics engaged, or to be en- 
gaged in the construction of the vessels named herein: Pro- 
vided, That this limitation shall not apply to payments to be 
made under contracts made prior to the approval of this act: 
Provided, That the limit of cost of the collier authorized and 
directed by the Naval Appropriation Act, approved May 13, 
1908, to be built in such government yard on the Pacific 
coast as the Secretary of the Navy shall direct, is hereby 
increased from the modified million dollar limit of cost im- 
posed by the Act of June 24, 1910, to $1,200,000, exclu- 
sive of indirect charges. 

Increase of the Navy; torpedoboats: On account of sub- 
marine torpedoboats and subsurface destroyers, heretofore 
authorized $890,833.88: Provided, That no part of this ap- 
propriation shall be expended for the construction of any 
boat by any persons, firm or corporation which has not at 
the time of thé commencement and during the construction 
of said vessel established an eight-hour work day for all 
employees, laborers and mechanics engaged in doing the 
work for which this appropriation is made: Provided, That 
this limitation shall not apply to payments to be made upon 
vessels authorized prior to the approval of this act. 

Armor and Armament: Toward the armor and armament 
for vessels authorized, $10,532,928: Provided, That no part 
of this appropriation shall be expended for armor for vessels 
except upon contracts for such armor when awarded by the 
Secretary of the Navy to the lowest responsible bidders, 
having in view the best results and most expeditious deliv- 
ery: Provided further, That no part of this appropriation 
shall be expended for the purchase of armor or armament 
from any persons, firms or corporations, that have entered 
into any combination, agreement, conspiracy or understand- 
ing, the effect, object or purpose of which is to deprive the 
Government of fair, open and unrestricted competition in 
letting contracts for the furnishing of any of said armor 
or armament. 

The limit of cost, exclusive of armor and armament, of the 
battleship Florida, authorized by the Naval Appropriation 
Act approved May 13, 1908, to be built in a government 
mavy yard, is hereby increased from $6,000,000 to $6,400,- 
000; and the limit of cost, exclusive of armor and arma- 
ment, of the battleship authorized and directed by the Naval 
Appropriation Act approved June 24, 1910, to be constructed 
in one of the navy yards, is hereby increased to $6,400,000, 
exclusive of indirect charges. 

Provided, That no part of any sum herein appropriated 
shall be expended for the purchase of structural steel, ship 
plates, armor, armament or machinery from any persons, 
firms or corporations who have combined or conspired to 
monopolize the interstate or foreign commerce or trade of 
the United States or the commerce or trade between the 
States and any territory or the District of Columbia, in any 
of the articles aforesaid, and no purchase of structural steel, 
ship plates or machinery shall be made at a price in excess 
of a reasonable profit above the actual cost of manufacture. 
But this limitation shall in no case apply to any existing 
contract. 





The conferees accept the Senate amendment striking 
out the requirement for armor piercing experiments at 
15,000 yards. Also one striking out the proviso against 
transport of coal from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 

The Hydrographic Office will not get the $50,000 asked 
for for machinery to enable it to print its own ocean 
charts. 

The conferees struck out the provision that pharmacists 
shall, after six years from date of warrant, be commis- 
sioned chief pharmacists, and on promotion have the 
rank, pay and allowances of chief boatswains. 

The conferees struck out the paragraph to repeal 
Secs. 1538 and 1539, Revised Statutes, which limit ex- 
penditures for repair of hulls and spars of vessels to 
$3,000 each vessel, and repairs of sails and rigging to 
ato each vessel, except upon recommendation of a 
oard.

SUNDRY CIVIL BILL. 

Agreement on the Sundry Civil bill includes in that 
measure the provision to allow the burial of deceased 
officers and men of the Revenue Cutter Service in any 
national cemetery free of cost, and strikes out the para- 
graph authorizing the Secretary of the Navy to have 
the two revenue cutters authorized last year built in 
any navy yard on the basis of actual cost of construction. 
The conferees refused to accept the Senate provision 
“That hereafter no enlisted man in the service of the 
Unted States, the Army and Navy, respectively, whether 
a non-commissioned officer, musician or private, shall be 
detailed, ordered or permitted to leave his post to engage 
in any pursuit, business or performance in civil life for 
emolument, hire or otherwise when the same shall inter- 
fere with the customary employment and regular engage- 
ment of local civilians in their respective arts, trades or 
professions.” 

Another paragraph stricken out was that to authorize 
a transfer of certain military property in Porto Rico to 
the local government. 

The appropriation of $350,000 for removal of the 
wreck of the Maine remains in the bill. 

The Battle Mountain Sanitarium will not get the 
$30,000 asked for for an electric lighting plant. 

The amount carried by the bill for Panama Canal 
construction is $45,560,000; for seacoast batteries on 
the Canal Zone, $2,000,000; for seacoast cannon and 
accessories, $1,000,000.

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THE ENGINEER CORPS INCREASE, 


That portion of the Rivers and Harbors Appropriation 
bill which authorizes an increase of the Corps of En- 
gineers, U.S.A., is contained in Section 5 of the Act, and 
reads as follows: 


_ That the Corps of Engineers of the U.S. Army is hereby 
increased by 5 colonels, 6 lieutenant colonels, 19 majors, 17 
captains and 13 first lieutenants. The increase in each 
grade hereby provided for shall be extended over a period 
of five years as nearly as practicable, and the original va- 
cancies hereby created in each grade shall be filled by pro- 
motion from the next lower grade in accordance with exist- 
ing law: Provided, That officers of the Corps of Engineers, 
when on duty under the Chief of Engineers, connected solely 
with the work of river and harbor improvements may, white: 
so employed, be paid their pay and commutation of quarters. 
from the appropriations for the work or works upon which 
they are employed: Provided further, That whenever it shalf 
be necessary, in order to properly prosecute works of river 





and harbor improvement, the Chief of Engineers is authorized 
to detail for duty in charge of river and harbor districts or 
as members of boards of engineers any assistant engineers 
in the employ of the Engineer Bureau of the War Depart- 
ment. Vacancies in the grade of second lieutenant in the 
Corps of Engineers shall hereafter be filled, as far as may 
be consistent with the interests of the military service, by 
promotions from the Corps of Cadets at the U.S: Military 
Academy: Provided, That vacancies remaining in any fiscal 
year after the assignment of cadets of the class graduating 
in that fiscal year may be filled from civil life as’ herein- 
after provided: And provided further, That the proportion 
of any graduating class assigned to the Corps of Engineers 
shall not be less than the proportion which the total num- 
ber of officers authorized at date of graduation jfor that 
corps bears to the total number of officers authorized at 
same date for all branches of the Army to which cadets are 
eligible for promotion upon graduation, except when such a 
proportionate number is more than the number of vacancies 
existing at date of graduation plus the number of retirements 
due to occur in the Corps of Engineers prior to the first 
day of the following January. To become eligible for ex- 
amination and appointment, a civilian candidate for the ap- 
pointment as second lieutenant must be an unmarried citizen 
of the United States between the ages of 21 and 29, who 
holds a diploma showing graduation in an engineering course 
from an approved technical school, and is eligible for ap- 
pointment as a junior engineer under the Engineer Bureau 
of the War Department. Selection of eligible civilians for 
appointment, including term of probation, shall be made as 
the result of such competitive examination into the mental, 
moral and physical qualifications, and under such rules and 
regulations as shall be recommended by the COnief of Engi- 
neers and approved by the Secretary of War.

CHAIRMAN HULL’S VALEDICTORY. 


Hon. John A. T. Hull, so long and so usefully chair- 
man of the Military Committee of the House, chose the 
occasion of the debate on the Military Academy bill to 
make some remarks in the nature of a valedictory address 
to the House which he now leaves because of the over- 
turn in politics. He asserted that the Army had greatly 
‘improved during the twenty years in which he has served 
on the Military Committee. He said: 


“When I became chairman of the committee the total 
expenditures for the Army were about $25,000,000 a 
year. It was small in its enlisted force. It was limited 
in the line to thirty-three officers for a regiment and in 
the staff to the lowest possible number. From the close 
of the Civil War Congress seemed to have but one idea 
as to the Army, and that was to reduce the complement 
of officers. The result of the Spanish War enabled the 
Committee on Military Affairs to reorganize the Army. 
Without that war I doubt if anything could have been 
done for national defense.” 

Bills for the improvement of the Army just before the 
war with Spain were defeated because Congress could not 
be persuaded that war was possible. Mr, Hull believes 
that if the Army was not used in so large a measure 
for purely civil work the present provision of officers for 
it would be ample. He thinks the Service could be im- 
proved by curtailing the elaborate system of schools and 
ordering many officers back to their commands. In sup- 
port of this opinion he quotes at length from the 
trenchant remarks on this subject of Col. George S. An- 
derson, U.S.A., which appeared last December in the 
Journa! of the Military Service Institution. Mr, Hull 
evidently agrees with the sound opinions expressed by 
Colonel Anderson in what is one of the most forcible 
and readable articles ever appearing in the Journal of 
the Military Service Institutiom. We are glad that it 
has been put in the archives of Congress. 

“We have,” said Mr. Hull, “details on many lines 
which we should not expect the Army to shoulder. Army 
officers are detailed for a vast amount of civil work en- 
tirely outside of the river and harbor business which is 
undoubtedly of benefit to the Government, but should not 
be charged to military expense. I am not finding fault 
with the fact that we are doing this work if we had 
officers enough to do it and also supply the Army. I am 
only calling attention to the injustice of this constant cry 
of the great military expense, when the military estab- 
lishment of the Government in this line of work is saving 
to the Government hundreds of thousands of dollars. 
Take, for instance, the man in charge of the Panama 
Canal.” There an Army colonel, with the flat pay of 
$4,000, is doing with brilliant success the work which 
was done so unsatisfactorily by a civil engineer to whom 
the Government paid $39,000 and to whom it was 
willing to pay $50,000. 

Mr. Hull insisted that we are well supplied with small 
arms and ammunition and can to-day arm 1,000,000 men 
in the mobile Army. We are within 28,000,000 rounds 
of the supply of small-arms ammunition the O.D. thinks 
we ought to have as a reserve. Mr, Hull added: 

“It is true that in time of war we would have to draw 
on all other reserves we could possibly tap in order to 
supply ammunition for our Artillery, but that comes from 
another committee, and I regret exceedingly the commit- 
tee reporting the Fortifications bill yesterday did not 
give to the War Department every dollar they asked for 
‘ammunition for the Artillery. They should have done it. 
We have a small Army and we ought not to be niggardly 
in supply of munitions of war that will enable us to con- 
front an enemy if the time does come when it is neces- 
sary. I am not one of those who are preaching the doc- 
trine that we must have war or we will have war in the 
near future. I am one of those who preaches the doc- 
trine that while there is a possibility of war it is crimi- 
nal negligence on the part of the Congress of the United 
States not to make reasonable preparation: for it.” [Ap- 
plause.] 

“TI hope that we never will have war, but the history 
of the past does not justify the belief that we never will 
have war. _I believe this Government, Mr. Chairman, 
should provide a great reserve of the volunteer forces of 
the country. _ One hundred thousand Regulars for taking 
care of our insular government and for our police pro- 
tection at home, but in my judgment this Government 
should enter upon a policy at once of organizing and 
equipping an army of 250,000 reserve, not regular sol- 
diers, but men in the different localities trained so that 
‘they can be called into action at once, not officered by 
the goverors, but officered by the President of the United 
States as part of the national reserve; and in my judg- 
ment this force could be provided and could be main- 
tained at an expense of not over $20,000,000 a year. 
The best volunteers we ever had were the provisional 
regiments organized for. service in the Philippines. 

Now, I heard a speech in this House when the present 
Senator from Ohio (Mr. Burton) was here, opposing all 
additional preparation for war, in which speech he said 
that our oceans gave us an absolute safeguard from in- 
vasion, .That might have been true 100 years ago, when 
it took six months to cross the Atlantic Ocean, But 
to-day the only safeguard the oceans give us is the fact 
that we'control them. The great ships of to-day could 





land a large force on our shores more easily and more 
_ quickly than could be done by land. We must have 
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warships to make it’unsafe, if not impossible, for an 
enemy to transport troops by sea. 

“On this question of field artillery the Committee on 
Appropriations has not been as liberal as it should have 
been to provide for the artillery for the mobile Army. 
There is no great military nation that has not at least 
four guns to a thousand men, France and Germany have 
more. Through the efforts of the Committee on Military 
Affairs we have provided two guns for a thousand men. 
For an army of 250,000 men we should have more than 
double that number of guns. 

“The fortifications, seacoast and field artillery and 
deficiencies should be in the jurisdiction of the Committee 
on Military Affairs, and not divided up between two com- 
mittees, causing constant friction and lack of good legis- 
lation. [Applause.] I hope my Democratic friends will 
have the good judgment and the good sense to so arrange 
the matter so that the Committee on Military Affairs 
will be responsible for this entire line of work.” 





ARMY MORALS AND THE CANTEEN. 


From the statistical point of view the paper in the 
March North American Review on “Army Morals and 
the Canteen,” by James H. Blount, is one of the most 
interesting contributions to the literature on that sub- 
ject. He dwells upon the connection between the high 
rate of admissions to hospital on account of venereal 
disease and the abolition of the canteen, and gives tables 
compiled from official reports to prove the relationship. 
The mean annual rate of venereal admission during the 
decade before the Spanish War (18881897), when 
the canteen kept the soldier more at home, was seven 
and a half per cent. For the nine years since the anti- 
canteen law went into effect the increase has been 
surprising and significant. The average rate for the 
nine years, including 1909, has been eighteen and one- 
ninth per cent. During three of these years (1904, 1905, 
1909) the rate of admission was twenty per cent., while 
in three other years (1906-07-08) the rate was nineteen 
per cent. The increase in the rate for alcoholic admis- 
sion has also been marked in those years. In the seven 
years, 1901-1907, the rate grew from 22-10 per cent. in 
1901 to 36-10 in 1907. ‘The percentage for 1908 was 
somewhat more hopeful, an even three per cent., while 
in 1909 it fell to two and one-half per cent., but “to 
deny the relation of cause and effect established by the 
above tables is to forfeit the presumption of amenability 
to reason,” 

Mr. Blount, in quoting the opinions of prominent 
officers against the present system, comes in contact with 
the oft-made statement that Major Gen. F. D. Grant 
is in favor of the anti-canteen law, and he proceeds to 
quote from the official utterances of General Grant up 
to and including 1906 to show that officially he has never 
placed himself on record as opposed to the existing law, 
and that, on the contrary, he has believed in the close 
relation of the anti-canteen law to the dive. The opinions 
of General Potts, General Duvall, General Corbin, Gen- 
eral Chaffee, General Carter, General Barry and General 
Wood are given in support of the contention of the 
essayist that the best informed minds in the Army are 
in favor of the restoration of the canteen. The annual 
reports of the Surgeon General of the Army for the last 
decade, taking the same stand and showing by indisput- 
able medical records and comparison the intimate connec- 
tion between loose living and abolition of the canteen, 
are cited, but we fear that the impression made by this 
array of figures and tables will have little effect against 
the sentimental fight that has been made against the 
eanteen. Sentiment is invulnerable to facts, else the 
many presentations of such figures as Mr. Blount has 
here given in the columns of the ARMy AND NAvy 
JOURNAL year after year would have been effective in 
changing the attitude toward the canteen on the part 
of reformers. 

The opinions of the officers best qualified to speak on 
this subject, we feel tempted to say, will avail but little 
against the present craze for regulating other people’s 
habits. There seems less cliance to-day of bringing 
about a change than there was several years ago, for 
more and more the idea is spreading that it is the busi- 
ness of everybody to take care of everybody else’s health 
—one of the numerous signs of the insidious spread of 
Socialism. Only this week we read in the newspapers 
that a municipal health board in a town in the West 
had prohibited the playing of marbles by the boys of 
the town, on the ground that in placing the marbles in 
their mouths the lads contracted disease. When such a 
sentiment can be found in America there is little hope 
that reformers will miss the glorious chance afforded by 
the anti-canteen law to meddle with the private affairs 
of others. A movement is now under way among the 
ladies of the Army and their friends to petition Congress 
to restore the canteen. As they speak from a knowledge 
of the evil results of abolishing it, which their sisters of 
the W.C.T.U. do not possess, it is to be hoped that 
their appeal will have some effect.

‘The sarcastic fling at Japan’s army and navy 
in the first article has very wisely entirely disappeared

Jan. ‘+2, 1911. 
Never fear, Mr. Humphrey, that the Japanese will ‘‘seize 
Seattle, Tacoma, Portland,’’ capture the Bremerton Navy 


Yard, absorb the transcontinental railways, ‘‘fortify moun- 
tain passes and have an empire upon which to live before 
the United States could get 75,000 men to the Pacific 
Ocean.’’ Before the Japs could do all that Uncle Sam 
would be certain to hear about it, and uniess the Japs had 
bought return tickets, not a handful of them would ever 
get back to the old Banzai home. If the Mikado wants to 
keep his soldiers and enough battleships to hold a naval 
parade now and then, he will do well not to send them this 
way with hostile intent. The United States never has had a 
large Army; it never has felt the need of it, and it does 
not feel the need of it now. The standing’ Army is small, 
but in our more than 90,000,000 of population we have 
many millions of fighting men. 





Feb. 22, 1911. 
Representative Hobson’s prediction of war with Japan 
before the present year is ended will be regarded in most 


quarters as a false alarm. On the surface there appear 
few signs of serious disagreement and the officials of both 
countries are continually proclaiming amity and friendship. 
But Mr. Hobson is neither a crank nor a visionary. His 
distinguished service in the Navy gave him a thorough 
training in strategy and the art of war. He has devoted 
his life to the study of military problems. He stands close 
to the chief officials of the Army as well as the Navy, and 
in his assertion of the importance of preparation he voices 
their ideas. The spenist report made by Major General 
Wood, Chief of Staff, which was withheld from Congress 
last December, gave expression officially to the same evidence 
of unpreparedness that Mr. Hobson presents. Japan, with 
its large navy, its adequate system of transports and its 
enormous standing army, he asserts, would be able to seize 
and destroy the canal, take possession of the Philippines, 
Hawaii, Alaska, land upon the Pacific coast and sack San 
Francisco, Portland and other cities before an army could 
be gathered together, trained and hurried to their relief. 
There would be no doubt of the ultimate outcome, but Japan 
would be able to inflict incalculable damage before she 
could be checked. ‘ 

As Colonel Gaedke, of Berlin, a German military critic, 
points out, when the United States entered upon its policy 
of imperialism, when it acquired islands, colonies and dis- 
tant outposts, it acquired also the responsibility of defend- 
ing them. It may be a staggering bill we will have to pay, 
but if we are to retain possession of the Philippines, Hawaii 
and Guam, and the Panama Canal, we must be prepared to 
defend them. 


SOME RADICAL SUGGESTIONS. 


Fort Leavenworth, Kas., March 3, 1911. 
To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

In these days it seems to be the custom for everyone 
to make known his pet scheme for the reorganization of 
all things military. May I, to conform, have space in 
your JouRNAL for the publication of mine? 

That scheme is to: 

1. Transfer the Marine Corps to the Army and or- 
ganize therefrom nine regiments of Infantry. 

2. Transfer six regimenis from’ the Cavalry to the 
Infantry. 

3. Transfer enough of the Coast Artillery to the mobile 
Army to organize therewith five regiments of Field 
Artillery and two of Heavy Artillery. (The Coast Artil- 
lery can leave small detachments with their guns, con- 
centrating the balance on threatened points, as is done 
with troops of the mobile Army.) 

4. Then organize the mobile Army of the United States 
into five Infantry divisions and one Cavalry division. 
Let one of these Infantry divisions, in turn, do the 
foreign service, and with the remaining four Infantry 
divisions and the Cavalry division form a field army. 
Canton the field army on one great central reservation. 

5. Make an Infantry company consist of 100 enlisted 
men in time of peace and 200 in time of war. Let the 
Cavalry and Artillery have nearly their war strength at 
all times. Form the Cavalry division of two brigades, 
each of two regiments. 

6. Organize a reserve from men who have served at 
least one enlistment to furnish the extra men required 
to put the companies on their war footing. 

7. Relegate the Militia to the second line, since they 
cannot possibly be made fit for the first line. 

8. Reduce the Medical, Engineer and all other staff 
departments to the strictly military necessities of this 
field army. 

9. Since the changes indicated above would be abso- 
lutely ruinous to the prospects of many officers, and 
therefore highly detrimental (this alone considered) to 
the efficiency of their organizations, place all officers of 
the Army (including those of the Coast Artillery), except 
generals, engineers, surgeons, chaplains and dentists, on 
one list, according to date of original commission. The 
details of this one-list scheme have been worked out by 
others, and it is believed to be practicable. Permit no 
promotion for the staff officers excepted above beyond 
that of the rest of the Army. 

The scheme outlined above would give the United 
States an Army organized as military nations organize 
their armies, and of such strength and so trained as to 
come very near to forming a perfect insurance against 
a great war. It carries with it a small reduction in 
officers and an increase in enlisted men. The Army’s 
annual cost, however, would probably be much less than 
at present; and the taxpayer, from its greatly increased 
efficiency, would get the full value of his money. The 
organizations the country now has would simply be so 
grouped that their real strength could be exerted. And 
there is no promotion scheme lurking anywhere in this 
one, in which respect it possibly differs from some. 

With it there should go careful legislation for raising 
U.S. Volunteers for a second line.

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LIFE INSURANCE FOR ARMY AND NAVY. 


Navy Yard, Norfolk, Va., Feb. 17, 1911. 
To THE Epiror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

1. In the annual report of the secretary and treasurer 
of the Navy Mutual Aid Association for 1910 is a 
paragraph as follows: “I learn that the regular life 
insurance companies will increase their rates for naval 
officers this year, on the ground that the risk of naval 
officers is greater than for civilians. One company, I 
learn, has increased its rate thirty-four per cent., and 
another increases naval rates six years in advance of 
civilians.” 

2. Recently I wrote to ten leading life insurance com- 
panies in regard to the increase in premiums for U.S. 
Navy officers, and give the following summary of the 
replies received: National Life of Vermont, Massachu- 
setts Mutual, Connecticut, Northwestern (Milwaukee), 
will not insure; Equitable Life, New York Life, advances 
age five years for premium rates. eu 

Pennsylvania Mutual—Will probably advance age six 
years, to go in effect June 1. 

Mutval Life—One-half of one per cent. 

Aetna Life—In war charges extra premiums not ex- 
ceeding two per cent. of sum insured, to be paid in 
advance of service and annually thereafter; otherwise 
the policy will be good for the cash surrender value only. 

Travelers—Contract unrestricted as to residence, 
travel and occupation from date of issue. No permit or 
extra premium will be required for military or naval 
service in time of war or in time of peace 

3. From the above summary officers wishing to buy 
life insurance may see that all of the companies, except 
one, willing to insure them will charge extra premiums 
in one shape or another, and, with the exception of one 
company, these extra rates will continue in peace, as well 
as in_war. j 

4. The New York Life states, in defense of its action 














in increasing rates, that the company’s mortality experi- 


ence among officers of the U.S. Navy has been about 
forty per cent. in excess of the mortality experience 
among average risks engaged in occupations not con- 
sidered to involve any special hazard. This statement 
will surprise most of us, and does not accord v well 
with a statement said to have been made by a well known 
agent of the New York Life, who was very active in 
soliciting Navy risks from 1896-1900, to the effect that 
insurable U.S. Navy officers were such good risks that 
— should be put in a “special first class” by them- 
selves. 

5. We have had no “bloody war” in forty-six years, 
and during the last twelve years no epidemics and no 
accidents causing the death of many officers at one time. 
The average mortality of the members of the Navy 
Mutual Aid Association for the last ten years has been 
about twenty per 1,000, the average age of members 
during that period being about forty-eight years. It is 
hard for me to believe that the mortality among officers 
insured in regular companies approaches the rate stated 
by the New York Life Company. However, the com- 
panies named have decided to increase their rates for 
Navy officers, and those of us who want to buy their 
policies must pay the price asked. 

6. Now is the time for the directors of the Navy 
Mutual Aid Association and all other members to get 
busy and bring the facts to the attention of our brother 
officers not yet members of the association, and use our 
best efforts to induce them to join it. The benefit is 
now about $4,200, and is increasing on an average $100 
a year, and by an interested effort on the part of us all 
can be easily increased very soon to $5,000, the limit 


set by the by-laws.

A COLONIAL ARMY FOR THE PHILIPPINES. 
To Tue Epitor oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Colonial Army! It sounds well, doesn’t it? The name 
suggests romance and individuality. There’s lots in a 
name—Shakespeare to the contrary notwithstanding. 
The name and distinctiveness of such a corps would in 
itself attract recruits, and make for the development of 
a wonderful esprit de corps. But, more important still, 
would not such a corps make for greater efficiency and 
economy, especially with regard to the Regular Service? 
Such a corps would permit of the Regular Army being 
kept at home, where it belongs, and would save the 
enormous cost of its constant transfer back and forth 
to the Philippines. The great body of the Regulars don’t 
like Philippine service, and it is believed that said 
service is more or less demoralizing, especially to the 
rank and file. The foregoing proposition for a colonial 
army would, if made effective, make, therefore, not only 
for economy in administration, but contribute to the 
contentment and morale of the Regular Service. 


Furthermore, if the Regulars are to be kept in this 
country, then and in that event just a word as to the 
disposition that should be made of them. It cannot be 
denied that the diffusion of an army means weakness, 
inefficiency and greater cost in its administration; and 
such is the present status of so much of the Regular 


’ Service as is in this country. The most ordinary common 


sense dictates, therefore, the propriety of abandoning the 
small Army posts scattered throughout the country and 
concentrating the Regulars in brigade posts in or as near 
the large centers of population as possible. Aside from 
the great economy that would result in administration, 
it would make for efficiency by enabling the officers to 
gain experience in the handling of large bodies of troops, 
ete. At present it is so seldom that the Regulars are 
brought together in brigade organizations that it is doubt- 
ful if there are many officers in the Service who could 
handle a brigade creditably if called on to do so, and 
to have to learn the handling of large bodies of troops 
in the face of an hostile army is costly, and ofttimes 
disastrous. No reflection on the officers is meant by this 
statement. It is,solely a question of experience, and it 
is not their fault that the opportunity and experience 
have been denied them. 

As to the colonial corps, about which I started to 
write primarily, it should have 25,000 men. The period 
of enlistment should be seven years. The pay should be 
good, anl the non-commissioned officers and privates 
should be permitted to retire on full pay after serving 
satisfactorily three enlistments, or twenty-one years. 
The officers of the corps should receive the same pay, 
allowances and privileges as to retirement as officers of 
the Regular Service. It should be so arranged that a 
certain number of fegiments of the corps should spend 
so many months every two years at Baguio, the summer 
capital, which is 5,000 feet above sea level, where the 
air is cool and bracing, and where the men could re- 
cuperate from the effects of their service in the lowlands. 
There should also be maintained at Baguio a large and 
well equipped hospital for the sick, and where research 
work and the study of tropical diseases could be carried 
on by the medical officers of the corps; and it would be 
well to have a school there for the education and technical 
training of promising and meritorious non-commissioned 
officers, with a view to making them commissioned officers 
in the colonial army. 

There should be no native troops, except a few trained 
for guides and scouts, for at present we are, in my judg- 
ment, simply training and arming about 10,000 natives 
who will go over bodily into the camp of our enemies 
when the great conflict bursts, and which is now fast 
approaching. 

I believe that such a colonial army could be easily 
recruited in this country. 

Our claim is that we are in the islands from motives 
of altruism solely and for the exclusive benefit of the 
natives. This being so, and the local conditions making 
the presence of an army necessary, the people of the 
islands should be made to maintain it, or at least con- 
tribute largely thereto, thereby enabling us to spend 
more money on the Regular Service at home. 

The foregoing is merely by way of suggestion, as it 
would be impossible to go into the details of the proposi- 
tion here; but if I could find a constituency that would 
be good enough to send me to Congress I would be willing 
to work the whole scheme out in a bill and put it up 
to the powers that be. 

In conclusion, Mr. Editor, I can now hear my old 
friends, Colonels Lassiter, Kingsbury. Glenn and a host 
of others of lesser rank saying: “There goes Lanier, 
butting in where angels dare not tread.” Well, after 
all, the foregoing was written largely to let them know 
I am still in the land of the living, and in the hope that 
by provoking a discussion in the premises I may hear 
from them.

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CAMPAIGNING WITH CROOK IN 1876. 

Whenever the writer hears the name of “Buffalo Bill” 
it recalls to his mind the time when he had the pleasure 
of seeing that famous: Scout, and at the same time one 
of Cody's most intimate friends by the name of White, 
who on account of the Damon and Pythias relations 
between the two was dubbed “Buffalo Chips.” It was 
the summer of 1876, the thrilling events of which were 
climaxed by the “Custer Massacre.’ I was a full pri- 
vate of Co. C, 3d Cavalry, captained by Frederick Van 
Vleet, “Little Fred.” We were attached to General 
Crook’s expedition that started from Fort Fetterman in 
May to join two other expeditions under command of 
Generals ‘Terry and Gibbons to attack the Sioux and 
Cheyennes, numbering about 8,000, massed in the neigh- 
borhood of the “Big Horn” country. It appeared to the 
writer, who was only a boy and no doubt erred in his 
\iew of .the matter, that each General was anxious to 
do the trick alone. 

General Crook, displacing his wagons with a pack 
train, arrived first at the “Rose Bud,’ on the 17th of 
June, and while lying in camp to await the favorable 
opportunity to surprise and attack the Sioux at day- 
break the next morning was himself attacked at 9 o’clock, 
After a severe engagement, lasting until 2 p.m., the 
Sioux retreated down the canyon and were being pur- 
sued by our command, deployed by file to pass the narrow 
file, when Scout Gerard, a brother of Frank Gerard, who 
was with Custer, rode to the head of the column and 
stated that the Sioux had only drawn off to lead us into 
a trap. ‘That possibly would not have had the effect to 
halt our advance had he not also stated that most of 
the command was out of ammunition, which, when we 
went into camp on the battlefield, proved to be the case, 
we having only about fifteen rounds each. So the reader 
can judge how close to the facts the illustrated papers 
came, which we received some time afterward, even 
when they had us pictured as massacred. 

That afternoon we buried our mutilated dead and after 
rigging travois for our wounded we started back slowly 
to our supply camp, which we reached on June 21, and 
after fitting out for another start were apprised by cou- 
rier of the Custer massacre and ordered to await rein- 
forcements of the 5th Cavalry, which joined us in August, 
and to which regiment Cody (Buffalo Bill) was attached. 

The Sicux during that time, lacking in courage to 
boldly attack us, did daily and nightly harass us by 
firing the prairie to destroy our forage as well as at- 
tempting to stampede our stock, thereby affording us 
some thrilling experiences. When we were ready to ad- 
vance they broke into small parties. The trail of one 
we followed to the Yellowstone River, where a steamer 
from the Missouri awaited us with supplies. “Buffalo 
Bill.’ whe had gathered some trophies, bid farewell to 
the command and his friend, “Buffalo Chips,” and left 
to perfect his arrangements in the East for his Wild 
Weert Show. 

We started from the Yellowstone with three weeks’ 
rations to form a junction with another headquarters, 
but striking a large trail which promised an opportunity 
to partly retrieve the failure of the summer, we followed 
it until we lost it and found ourselves in a country that 
possibly no white man but General Fremont had ever 
traversed. The question of whether to turn back or try 
to reach the Black Hills was finally decided by taking 
the latter course, though no one in the command of 2,200 
knew whether the distance was 200 or 1,000 miles. It 
proved to be about the latter, and the reader can partly 
understand the wretchedness of that trip, without rations 
and with exhausted stock. When it reached that degree 
of desperation that General Crook, of the U.S. Regular 
Army, as he passed down the line was greeted with, 
“Lariat him!” “Nose bag him!” “Hobble him!” and other 
jeering remarks, it was decided to send forward 150 of 
the best horses and men, which were selected from the 
3d Cavalry, to try to reach Deadwood and bring back 
supplies to the main command. 

The second day out, Sept. 8, this detachment discovered 
a large Sioux encampment at a point called Slim Buttes. 
This. after dismounting in a ravine and holding their 
horses by the bridle all night in a drenching rain, they 
attacked and captured at daybreak. It proved to be 
quite a prize, being a base of supplies of the Sioux, af- 
fording 2,500 pounds of jerked meat and 500 ponies, also 
a lot of the Custer outfit, including uniforms and guidons, 
as well as money. This warranted a delay in pushing 
on to Deadwood. That, with the further knowledge 
that the Sioux, outnumbering us ten to one, who in 
their surprise imagined us the main command, were 
gathering to recapture our position, made it advisable to 
send a courier to hurry up the command, which fortu- 
nately arrived and whipped the Sioux, who had gleefully 
anticipated another massacre. : 

Two incidents of that battlefield are noted by the 
writer as slightly erroneous as described by Captain 
King, 5th Cav., in his description to his home paper in 
Detroit and afterward in his book entitled, “Campaign- 
ing with Crook,” and they were these: 

A hody of Sioux sought cover in a “dugout” and an- 
iicipating no quarter desperately resisted efforts to dis- 
lodge them. Captain King in his narrative describes 
“Buffalo Chips” as, in an endeavor to get a shot at the 
Sioux, falling back “shot through the heart.”” The writer 
was among some of the first to view the body and noticed 
the ahsence of blood from a bullet hole in the forehead, 
denoting internal hemorrhage. Another error was an 
incident which the writer was personally interested in. 
The Captain recites it as a “call down” by an Irish 
sergeant of a vidette in the 5th Cavalry previous to 
joining us who had shot at a coyote for a Sioux. The 
facts were that the afternoon following the engagement 
the writer was ordered to report to Captain Van Vleet, 
who stated that on account of the exhausted condition 
of the ferce “non-coms.” were short for duty and he 
proposed to appoint me, who, fortunately or unfortunately, 
was as tough as at present writing, as lance corporal for 
picket duty that night. I rode out with him to be shown 
where to camp and place the vidette. That night I pro- 
posed to one of the reliefs, whom I discovered had some 
tobacco, that if he would give me ten whiffs at his pipe 
I would take his place for the two hours and he could 
bring out the relief. He watched me as one kid watching 
another whom he had allowed to have a bite of his 
apple. 

While sitting in a clump of bushes on the alert for 
Indians who were supposed to be lurking about in an 
endeavor to stampede the stock. I observed a body moving 
down a ravine which looked to me like a skulking Sioux. 
T covered the ohject with my carbine and when opposite 
I vulled ihe trigger. I was startled by blood-curdling 
vells on the midnight air, which. combined with the dis- 
charge of my carbine, aroused the guard and drew a de- 
tail from camp. I took in the seriousness of my position 


and the consequences of such a breach of duty in active 
service, imagined being led out to be shot, thought of 
“home and mother” and wished “Old Abe” was alive; 
but whether it was that in the excitement my position 
was overlooked or through the good offices of Riley, our 
clever orderly sergeant, or whether it was appreciation 
of my nerve in not missing my target, for I had shot an 
Indian dog, I was surprised that instead of being shot I 
was shortly afterward appointed full corporal, but I still 
think I would have missed the appointment had I missed 
the dog. 

Following the above success at Slim Buttes, through 
negotiations rendered successful mainly through the in- 
strumentality of Captain Crawford, who had great in- 
fluence with the Sioux, they, with the exception of Sit- 
ting Bull’s following, were rounded up under their chief, 
Crazy Horse, and surrendered. Afterward a most 
wretched outfit went into camp a day’s march from Dead- 
wood to await supplies, and to give the reader an idea 
of their condition picture a straggling, fighting, crying 
mob, each one holding a dollar or more and his hat 
for a hatful of crackers from the sutlers’ wagons that 
arrived ahead of the rations. Only quarter rations were 
issued at first on account of the men’s condition, which 
was increased to abundance as the men could stand it; 
but although, when off duty, everyone was cooking and 
eating, it was six weeks before I could say I was not 
hungry. : 

The campaign closed with no further incident except 
that after a return of the Sioux to Red Cloud Reserva- 
tion Chief Crazy Horse attempted another disturbance 
which was headed off by inducing him to attend a council 
at Camp Robinson, the military post. While there, sus- 
pecting treachery, he attempted escape and fell on a 
“dough boy” guard’s bayonet and there was another good 
Indian and the end of the Indian troubles of that year.

STORIES BY A BRITISH ADMIRAL. 


The random character of the recollections and notes 
from which Admiral Victor A. Montagu, C.B., of the 
British navy, has obtained the material for his 
“Reminiscences” perhaps accounts for the easy, almost 
insouciant, style of the narrative. The author has 
reached threescore and ten, having been born in 1841, 
and his experience in the navy covers service both ashore 
and afloat. He comes from good fighting stock, for his 
grandfather was almost the last man wounded at 
Waterloo. His leg, which had to be amputated, was 
hit by a spent bullet while he was discussing with the 
Duke of Wellington the question of following up the 
retreat of the demoralized French army. “The devil, 
Duke!” he exclaimed. ‘My leg’s hit!” “The deuce it 
is! replied Wellington, and in a few moments Lord 
Uxbridge was in the hands of the surgeons. Another 
Montagu was in command of the Bristol in the naval 
action with the French on May 3, 1747. As the Bristol 
was closing with the French Invincible to bring her to 
close action a senior officer commanding the H.M.S. 
Pembroke, evidently thinking that as a senior he had a 
prior claim to batter the French ship, hailed the Bristol, 
saying: “Put your helm hard a-starboard, or I shall run 
on board you.” Montagu, of the Bristol, was up in 
arms in a moment, and in his fury hailed back: “Run 
aboard, and be d—d to you.” Evidently the duty of 
preserving strict stations in the line was not so much 
in vogue in those days. 

Officers of our Navy who have visited Oriental poten- 
tates wilk enjoy this anecdote: While Montagu was his 
flag lieutenant, Lord Clarence, then in command of the 
Mediterranean fleet, called upon the Sultan of Turkey. 
While backing very ceremoniously out of the royal 
presence my lord crashed into a huge porcelain vase of 
untold value and smashed it to atoms. It made a noise 
like a bursting shell, and the Sultan’s attendants rushed 
into the room by the score, thinking a bomb had ex- 
ploded. 

During the Indian Mutiny Admiral Montagu was on 
shore duty. The British were advancing on the enemy’s 
fortified position at Toolsepore. His general sent Mon- 
tagu to tell Lord Mark Kerr, commanding the 13th 
Light Infantry, 1,300 strong, to keep his alignment .and 
advance at once. Kerr was a good soldier, but deemed 
his word law. Montagu found him drilling his regiment 
as if on parade ground. After having delivered his 
message, and Lord Kerr paying no attention, Montagu 
said: “Lord Mark, I know the general is anxious for 
you to advance.” “Oh, very well,’’ said my lord, “the 
13th will halt,” and he once more began his evolutions. 
Montagu repeated the general’s instructions, ““Now, look 
here, Montagu.” he answered, “tell the old Begum [th 
nickname he had given the general] to go to 4g 
The fury of the regiment that had heard the interview 
was evident, but was soon appeased when Lord Mark 
recovered his temper and ordered his men to advance 
at the double. 

In describing several bullfights he saw in Spain, 
Admiral Montagu tells of an Englishman he knew who 
challenged all the officers of a Spanish regiment to re- 
main seated at a dinner table to be placed in the bull-ring 
when a young bull was let in. The challenge was ac- 
cepted. They dined in the ring first, and when dinner 
was over in stampeded this young bull and charged 
straight at the table. Every officer bolted except the 
Englishman, who calmly remained seated and won a 
good stake. Luckily for him the bull charged the other 
end of the table. and, as may be imagined, the crockery 
and glassware flew galore, but the Englishman never 
budged an inch. 

We find in this book an old, old story, which, how- 
ever, seems to be always young, for Admiral Montagu 
introduces it in connection with an incident of the 
Indian Mutiny; the story of .the officer who exhorted 
his men to stand fast till the last cartridge was gone 
and then to bolt, saying, “I am going now, as I am rather 
lame.” Perhaps that is the origin of the story that is 
so often told with circumstantial trimmings to give it 
reality. 

In the early seventies H.M.S. Foxhound was cruising 
slong the south coast of Asia Minor chasing pirates. 
They were very slippery fellows, and a British lieu- 
tenant conceived the idea of using a native caique and 
disguising his crew as natives, under the pretense of 
heing a trading craft. Now. at Rhodes there was a 
Turkish pasha in command of a gunboat who was full 
of fight aad bent on exterminating the pirates. He was 
told that a suspicious looking caique had been seen off 
a corner of the island for several days. Off he rushed 
at full speed, and soon was blazing away at the British 
officer’s disguised caique. The British ensign was run 
up, but the pasha thought it a ruse of the pirates to 
escane, and kept on firing. After riddling the caique, the 
Turkish crew boarded her. The lieutenant tried to 








explain, but all to no purpose. The British crew were 


put in the hold as prisoners and the caique was towed 
in triumph toward Rhodes. However, on board the 
pasha’s gunboat was a Scotch engineer, who finally 
showed the Turk his mistake. Instead of staying and 
apologizing, the pasha, in a fright, started in the night 
at full speed for Smyrna, after Nags | the Englishmen. 

When Captain Hobart, of the lieutenant’s ship, 
heard of the incident, he did not wait to telegraph to 
the British ambassador at Constantinople for a_ re- 
dressing of the insult to the British flag. In the Fox- 
hound he put after the pasha and caught him some tén 
miles inside the gulf. He gave the pasha just one hour 
to salute the flag with twenty-one guns, to return all 
the looted things and to pay each of the crew of the 
caique a sovereign apiece. Otherwise, said the British 
captain imperturbably, he would feel obliged to blow 
him out of the water. The pasha at once wilted. His 
salute was one of the most ludicrous: perhaps ever given. 
He had only two little brass howitzers, and these got 
so hot that it took half an hour or more to finish firing 
the twenty-one guns, while the British crew of the 
Foxhound tried their best to look stern, though all 
ready to give a loud shout of laughter at the pasha’s 
predicament. The incident caused much trouble at the 
embassy in Constantinople, but beyond being told 
he should not have taken the law into his own hands 
Captain Hobart escaped censure. 

The book describes the demoralized conditions pre- 
vailing at the Isthmus of Panama at the time Admiral 
Montagu went there, when the’ French were trying to 
build the canal. One has but to read that chapter to 
appreciate the transformation under the American 
régime. The author says the greater part of the dredges 
then came from France and were put together on arrival 
at the works. As soon as the foremen had made their 
bag of dollars they used to burn these dredges, so as 
to be sure of continued wages, on the principle of the 
advice given by Terence V. Powderly, when head of the 
Knights of Labor in the United States, that everybody 
after using a glass or a bottle should break it, thus 
making work for the glass-blowers. 

Admiral Montagu closes his work with many tributes 
to the interest of the late King Edward in the navy. 
Up to his time there had been among the officers a good 
deal of the rough-and-ready tone of the old school. His 
Majesty entirely altered this. He was very punctilious, 
and especially insisted upon decorations being correctly 
worn. On more than one occasion at Marlborough 
House entertainments the King had said to the author: 
“Victor, I do not like the way you are wearing your 
medals. You must alter them.” By degrees naval offi- 
cers were attached to his household and_ received 
appointments. “I think,” says that Admiral, “that there 
were fewer matters our beloved King liked more than 
inspecting a ship or, better still, passing his fleet in 
review.” The book is published by Longmans, Green 
and Company, New York. 





FOREIGN ITEMS. 


The conviction of the German Admiralty, according to 
Marine Rundschau, is that victory in the next great 
naval war will be won by the people possessing the 
greatest store of healthy nerve power, and the authorities 
are devoting special attention to the question of keeping 
in perfect health the nerves of officers and men on war- 
ships. Care is taken that the conditions in which the 
crews live shall be as perfect as possible from a hygienic 
point of view; that the food is appetizing, varied and 
nutritious: that the men take proper exercise, have the 
necessary rest and recreation, and are kept in good 
spirits. The ships’ doctors are also instructed to watch 
very carefully for any sign of nervous strain, and when 
such is found the cause is to be thoroughly inquired into. 
Everything possible is done to ensure a sufficiency of 
sound and healthy men. “The average of our crews,” 
the Rundschau concludes, “is quite equal to the exceed- 
ingly severe demands that naval life makes and must 
make, and promises to accomplish in case of war all 
that healthy men can accomplish. Our doctors must 
see that the standard is maintained. No danger, however, 
exists. Nervous diseases can become dangerous only to 
tired nations, which cannot replace the men who fall 
out. Germany is not tired and not exhausted; her 
strength is unbroken and unshaken.” 

As announced some weeks ago in these columns, the 
fast new German cruiser Von der Tann sailed from 
Kiel Feb. 21 for a month’s visit to South American 
ports, one of the purposes of the voyage being to demon- 
strate to South American governments the advantages 
of German warship construction. 

The very rapidly increasing importance of the Italian 
port of Trieste has been but little recognized. Its 
natural position is almost incomparable, the bay forming 
an almost perfect harbor, so that rough seas have prac- 
tically no effect on the shore; but, in spite of this, and 
in order to render it possible to have the wharves per- 
fectly exposed, three enormous breakwaters have been 
constructed (the third now approaching completion), so 
that one magnificent harbor is created suitable for ships 
of any size. 

Two important alterations in the rules which govern 
foil fencing in England are announced in the annual 
report of the Amateur Fencing Association. I.—The 
target—The target is the whole of the trunk, front, 
sides and back between the seam of the collar and the 
line of the prominence of the hip joints. II—Hit (2).— 
If a fencer covers the target with arm, hand or head, 
and receives upon any of them a hit which would other- 
wise have reached the target, he is considered to be hit 
The rules as amended will not be enforced until 1912. 

In presenting the naval program to the Austro-Hun- 
garian Parliament, at Budapest, Feb. 4, Admiral Count 
Montecuccoli stated that in 1916 the crews of the Austro- 
jHungarian navy would number 17,000 and would _in 
subsequent years be increased to 20,000 or 21,000. The 
total estimates, hitherto $10,000,000, would remain at 
$26,000,000 a year un to 1914, when they would rise to 
more than $30,000,600. It was unlikely that the Dread- 
noughts would rapidly become obsolete. Vessels with a 
broadside of twelve heavy guns do not readily get out 
of date. He agreed with Sir William White in thinking 
that any very considerable increase of displacement or 
caliber beyond the present maxima would be unneces- 
sary. but he took as the basis of his calculations an 
Austro-Hungarian battle fleet of sixteen capital ships. 
Fie admitted that Austria-Hungary builds ten per cent. 
dearer than England, Germany and America, and sug- 
gested that it might be well to clip the wings of the Iron 
Syndicate by placing orders abroad. He professed to 
comprehend that the Delegates should find the cost of 
Dreadnoughts “infinitely high,” but he consoled them 
with the remark that in the past Austria-Hungary had 
spent much less on her navy than had been spent by 
other states. 
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PROMOTIONS IN THE ARMY. 


As the result of the personnel legislation in the Army 
Appropriation bill thirteen officers in the Infantry arm 
will be promoted to the rank of colonel, twenty-two to 
the rank of lieutenant colonel, thirty-six to major, eighty- 
five to the rank of captain and 128 to first lieutenant. 
In the Cavalry seven will go up to the rank of colonel, 
twenty-one to the rank of lieutenant colonel, twenty-eight 
to the rank of major, fifty-two to the rank of captain 
and seventy-two to the rank of first lieutenant. To the 
Coast Artillery has been allotted four promotions to the 
rank of colonel, eight to the rank of lieutenant colonel, 
fifteen to the rank of major, thirty-nine to the rank of 
captain and forty-eight to the rank of first lieutenant. 
In the Field Artillery three officers go up to the rank 
of colonel, four to the rank of lieutenant colonel, seven 
to the rank of major, sixteen to the rank of captain and 
twenty-one to the rank of first lieutenant. This distribu- 
tion of promotions was agreed to by the board which 
has been working on the problem presented in the legis- 
lation from the time the bill passed until Thursday, 
March 9. In the above are included the changes in rank 
provided for in the provision of the bill readjusting the 
promotions growing out of the change from regimental 
to lineal promotions, as well as the Extra Officers bill. 
It has not been decided when these promotions will be 
effective, but in all probability the commissions will 
date with time of announcement of the appointments.

The Secretary of War has issued instructions for the 
organization of boards for the examination of officers 
who will be promoted.

Fred L. Chapin 
will assume the command of the Missouri, relieving 
Comdr. Charles P. Plunkett. All the other changes in 
the command of battleships will take place after the 
spring practice. They include Capt. Thomas Snowden 
to relieve Capt. Augustus F. Fechteler, of the South 
Carolina; Capt. George R. Clark to relieve Comdr. 
William S. Sims on the Minnesota; Capt. Edward Lloyd 
to relieve Capt, Charles J. Badger, Kansas; Capt. James 
Parker to relieve Capt. J. T. Newton, Nebraska; Capt. 
Washington I. Chambers to relieve Capt. Albert G. 
Winterhalter, the Louisiana; Comdr. Charles C. Kellogg, 
assigned to the Maine; Comdr. Wilson W. Buchanan, 
assigned to the Ohio; Capt. Robert F. Lopez to relieve 
Capt. James C. Gillmore, the Maryland; Comdr.

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Col. E. M. Weaver, upon his promotion to the rank of 
brigadier general on March 15, will assume the duties of 
Chief of Coast Artillery. He will be succeeded as Chief 
of the Militia Division by Brig. Gen. Robert K. Evans, 
according to a previous announcement in these columns. 
Although it has generally been assumed that Major 
General Murray upon relinquishing the duties of Chief 
of Coast Artillery will assume the command of the De- 
partment of the Lakes, this has not been finally decided 
upon by the General Staff. While General Carter is in 
command of the troops on the Mexican border General 
Murray will act as Assistant Chief of Staff. It is 
understood that General Murray will not be given a 
detail until General Carter returns to Washington. At 
that time there may be another general change in the 
department commanders. There is an impression in the 
War Department that it would be unwise to send General 
Murray to an interior department. On account of his 
experience with fortifications it is argued that he is 
needed in one of the departments on the seacoast. He 
is recognized as one of the highest authorities on fortifi- 
cations, and in the general change of department com- 
manders he may be assigned to the Department of 
California. If the time has arrived to send the troops 
to the Canal Zone General Murray will, in all prob- 
ability, be sent to Panama. There is also some talk of 
placing him in command of the Department of the Bast.

The recent adoption by the French Chamber of 
Deputies of a motion inviting the co-operation of other 
Powers to obtain consideration at The Hague of the 
question of simultaneous disarmament inspires the Boston 
Transcript to give advice to the extreme and extravagant 
“peace” propagandists. “In all nations with immense 
peace establishments,” it says, “there is a growing public 
opinion that is groping its way toward some measure for 
reducing the burden of militarism consistently with the 
safety of the country against foreign aggression or 
domestic turmoil. That is what ‘disarmament’ means to 
practical statesmen, for outside the extreme factions of 
peace societies we take it there is no more expectation 
of all the world going entirely without soldiers than of 
its going entirely without constables. * * * Such 
armed hosts as we see to-day. are not to be reduced save 
by concerted action, taken with reference to reaching a 
parity. One or two nations will not suffice. We saw 
that illustrated at the original Hague Conference, when 
Russia’s proposal to reduce its army was found on 
analysis to leave it stili with a preponderance which gave 
Germany the opportunity to defeat disarmament. A 
scale which shall effect a cutting down of armies to the 
status of national police has yet to be evolved.”

Lieut. B. D. Foulois, Signal Corps, U.S.A., and Philip 
C. Parmalee, aviator representing the Wright brothers, 
landed at Fort Duncan, Texas, at 4:10 o’clock p.m., 
March 3, after a continuous voyage in an Army biplane 
from Fort McIntosh, at Laredo. The time required to 
travel the intervening 106 miles, 2 hours and 10 minutes, 
betters all previous records for a continuous cross-country 
flight in a biplane with a passenger. Of the flight Lieu- 
tenant Foulois said: “We left Laredo at exactly two 
o’clock and came in as near a bee-line as_ possible, 
following the Rio Grande River all the way at an 
average height of 1,000 feet. We traveled exactly 106 
miles in two hours and ten minutes, thus breaking the 
world’s record for continuous flight in.a biplane with a 
passenger. The country was exceedingly rough all the 
way, and we saw only one spot where a landing would 
have been possible, even if one had been necessary.”

The report on the health of the French army for 1909 
shows that since 1902 there has been a steady increase 
of sickness among the troops, and that the maximum 
figure was reached in 1908. The effective strength of 
the French army for 1910 is 27,995 officers and 552,959 
men. The proportion of men classed as “constantly 
sick” tends to increase, and in 1908 10.71 men per 
1,000 of the strength were sent home as being tuber- 
culous, as compared with 7.3 in 1904. During the period 
from 1904 to 1908 the cases of meningitis trebled, the 
eases of angina increased from 62 to 86 per 1,000, the 
eases of pleurisy from under eight to ten per 1,000, and 
the cases of respiratory ailments other than pneumonia 
and pleurisy from 91 to 121 per 1,000. The total number 
of days of treatment in hospital for all ranks amounted 
to 3,883,193 in 1909, as compared with 3,148,579 days 
five years earlier.

Lieut. Col. Charles McClure, Infantry, at present 
serving a detail in the Adjutant General’s Department, 
who is promoted colonel on March 10, 1911, by the re- 
tirement of Bolton, was born in Illinois Sept. 28, 1856. 
He is a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1879, being 
promoted in the Army at that time a second lieutenant, 
18th Infantry.

18, 1899, having been appointed major and J.A. of U.S. 
Volunteers April 17, 1899, and was next on duty in the 
office of the J.A.G. at Washington. After being pro- 
moted major, 14th Infantry, March 1, 1901, he was on 
duty at Forts Wayne and Brady, and after a tour of 
duty in the Philippines in 1903 went on recruiting duty. 
He was in attendance in the United States Court during 
the famous Gaynor and Greene trial during the latter 
part of 1905 and the early part of 1906, and was judge 
advocate of the Army of Cuban Pacification, Dec. 20, 
1906, to May 1, 1907, and was later in command of his 
regiment at maguey, Cuba. He was promoted lieu- 
tenant colonel, 17th Infantry, July 3, 1906. He was 
adjutant general, Department of Texas, from Oct. 11 to 
Dec. 30, 1907, and was next on duty in the A.G.O. at 
Washington, which was his last assignment. 

Med. Inspr. Henry G. Beyer, U.S.N., promoted medical 
director, vice Fitzsimons, retired on Feb. 27, 1911, was 
appointed an assistant surgeon in the Navy from New 
York May 19, 1876, and after duty at the naval hospital 
at New York he was assigned to duty on the monitor 
Passaic, and then to the trainingship Portsmouth.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Lieut. Col. John ‘W. Summerhayes, veteran of the 
Civil, Indian and Spanish Wars, died of heart failure 
in his home at Nantucket, Mass., March 8, 1911, his wife 
and ehildren being present at the end. Colonel Summer- 
hayes was born in New York Jan. 6, 1836. At the out- 
break of the Civil War he enlisted as a private in the 
20th Infantry of Massachusetts Volunteers, Sept. 9, 
1861, and was subsequently promoted to corporal, 
sergeant, sergeant major, second lieutenant, first lieu- 
tenant and captain, and was honorably mustered out 
June 6, 1865. He was awarded three brevets for bravery 
during the Civil War, that of first lieutenant for gallant 
and meritorious services in the battle of Balls Bluff, Va.; 
captain for gallant and meritorious services in the battle 
of Cold Harbor, Va., and major for meritorious services 
in the campaign terminating in the surrender of the 
insurgent army under Gen. R. E. Lee. He was appointed 
second lieutenant, 33d U.S. Infantry, Jan. 22, 1867; was 
transferred to the 8th Infantry in May, | 
February, 1889, was appointed captain and quarter- 
master. He was promoted major Nov. 11, 1889, and 
from May to December, 1898, he served as major and 
chief quartermaster of Volunteers. He was retired for 
age Jan. 6, 1900, and was advanced to lieutenant colonel 
on the retired list for Civil War service in 1904. Colonel 
Summerhayes leaves a widow, a son, Harry R. Summer- 
hayes, and a daughter, Mrs. Catherine Beale, both of 
whom reside at Schenectady, N.Y. The interment will 
be in Arlington Cemetery, Washington, March 11. 

Rear Admiral John C. Fremont, U.S.N., commandant 
at the Charlestown Navy Yard, died suddenly of apoplexy 
at his residence on the night of March 7, 1911. He felt 
ill toward dark and was unable to attend a dinner to 
which he and Mrs. Fremont had been invited. Mrs. 
Fremont went alone, leaving the Admiral with her daugh- 
ters. He was stricken in his study and died almost 
immediately, with his daughters by his side. Rear Ad- 
miral Fremont, son of Gen. John C. Fremont, U.S.A., 
famed as “the Pathfinder,” was appointed to the Naval 
Academy in June, 1868, by President U. S. Grant, and 
was graduated midshipman in June, 1872. He reached 
the grade of ensign in July, 1873; master in November, 
1877; junior lieutenant in March, 1883; lieutenant in 
September, 1884; lieutenant commander in March, 1899, 
and commander in April, 1902, and captain Oct. 10, 
1906. During his service he was on the Wabash in 
Europe in 1872-3; the Powhatan, of the North Atlantic 
Station, in 1876-8; on special lighthouse duty in the 
Coast Survey Service between 1878 and 1884; was on 
duty on the Hartford, Pacific Station, during 1884-6. 
He also served in the Hydrographic Office, on ordnance 
duty in Washington, as assistant superintendent of New 
York Harbor, on the Indiana, and was in command of 
the torpedoboat Cushing, and also on the Porter between 
1895-97. He was in command of the torpedoboat Porter 
during the early part of 1898, when the Spanish War 
was threatening. He was immediately assigned with that 
ship to important despatch duty by the late Rear Admiral 
Sampson, and he made several landings in Cuba for 
conferences with General Gomez, of the Cuban forces. 
He became the supervisor of New York Harbor Aug. 22, 
1898, and continued in that work until he was sent to 
Cavite in April, 1901. Returning home after that duty, 
he was successively on the General Inspection Board and 
in command of the monitor Florida, and in 1906 was 
honored with the appointment as naval attaché at both 
Paris and St. Petersburg. Secretary Meyer chose him 
to be commandant of the Boston Navy Yard early in 
1910. Rear Admiral Fremont married Miss Anderson, 
of Tennessee, a descendant of the old New York Dutch 
families, the Van Wycks and Van Courtlandts. Three 
children were born to them, Lieut. John C. Fremont, jr., 
U.S.N., and two daughters, Jessie Benton and Juliet 
Van Wyck. He was a member of the University, New 
York, and the Army and Navy and Chevy Chase clubs, 
of Washington. 

The Navy Department has been advised of the death 
of Rear Admiral Joseph Trilley, U.S.N., retired, which 
occurred at San Francisco, Cal., on March 5, 1911, at 
eight o’clock a.m. Admiral Trilley was born in Ireland 
on Sept. 25, 1837, and entered the naval service as a 
third assistant engineer on Aug. 11, 1860. During the 
Civil War he served on board the U.S.S. Pawnee and 
the U.S.S. Monongahela. He was promoted to second 
assistant engineer on July 30, 1862; to first assistant 
engineer July 20, 1864, and to chief engineer Jan. 31, 
1873, serving at various stations and on various vessels 
of the Navy. He attained the relative rank of com- 
mander on March 2, 1892, serving at the Union Iron 
Works, San. Francisco, Cal., to February, 1893; on 
board the Monterey February, 1893-January, 1895; on 
board the U.S.S. Olympia January, 1895-July, 1895; 
on board the U.S.S. Philadelphia July, 1895-January, 
1896, and at the navy yard, Mare Island, Cal., from May, 
1896, to Sept. 11, 1899, when detached and ordered 
home, this being his last active duty. He attained the 
relative rank of captain on June 27, 1896, and on March 
3, 1899, his title was changed by law to captain. He 
was transferred to the retired list of officers of the Navy, 
with the rank of rear admiral, on Sept. 25, 1899, on 
attaining the statutory retirement age of sixty-two years.

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the age of seventy-four. “General Cornell,” writes a 
correspondent, “was born in New York and went West 
to Kansas City after the close of the Civil War. He 
was general passenger agent for the old Kansas Pacific 
Railroad for a number of years, was twice Mayor of 
Kansas City, Kas., and was beloved by all who knew 
him. He married Miss Anna Speck, daughter of an 
early Kansas physician, in 1868. Besides her, five chil- 
dren survive—Fred D. Cornell, of Lincoln, Neb.; Dr. 
Howard M. Cornell, of Las Cruces, N.M.; Mrs. Ernest 
Blaker, wife of Professor Blaker, of Cornell University ; 
Mrs. Fred W. Bugbee, wife of Lieut. Fred W. Bubgee, 
25th Inf. U.S.A., and George S. Cornell, who lives at 
home.” 

Mrs. Sophia L. Knowlton, mother of Capt. Joseph L. 
Knowlton, Coast Art. U.S.A., and of Mrs. Hilary 
Williams, wife of Lieutenant Commander Williams, 
U.S.N., died at the Army General Hospital, Presidio of 
San Francisco, Cal., March 1, 1911. 

Dr. Charles H. Phelps, brother of Capt. F. B. Phelps, 
U.S.A., retired, and father of Mrs. Kate Sayre, wife of 
Major Farrand Sayre, 9th U.S. Cav., died at St. Mary’s, 
Ohio, Feb. 20, 1911. 

Mrs. Lydia Frances Wadsworth, wife of Senior Capt. 
¥F. G. F. Wadsworth, U.S.R.C.S., died at Bridgewater, 
Mass., Feb. 25, 1911. 

Lieut. Kaolin L. Whitson, 9th U.S. Inf., died March 
1, 1911, at Cebu, P.I. Lieutenant Whitson was the son 
of Mr. and Mrs. M. Whitson, of Portland, Ore., and was 
born in Maryland May 18, 1875. From May 16, 1898, 
to,Feb. 28, 1899, he served in the 1st Maryland Volun- 
teers as sergeant and first sergeant, and in the 30th U.S. 
Volunteers as first lieutenant from July 5, 1899, to April 
8, 1901. He was appointed a second lieutenant in the 
27th U.S. Infantry Feb. 2, 1901. He was promoted first 
lieutenant, 9th U.S. Infantry, Oct. 21, 1902. 

Mrs. Cecilia I. Woods, widow of the late Brig. Gen. 
Charles R. Woods, U.S.A., died at Eustis, Fla., March 
1, 1911. 

Mr. Pitman Pulsifer, editor of the Navy Year Book, 
died at his home in Washington, D.C., March 5, 1911, 
of pneumonia. He also was suffering from ptomaine 
poisoning, which greatly weakened his condition. Mr. 
Pulsifer was formerly clerk of the Senate Naval Com- 
mittee. He went to Washington from Maine with 
Senator Hale, and had been with him for many years. 
When Senator Hale became chairman of the Committee 
on Appropriations Mr. Pulsifer left the Naval Committee, 
and a few months later was made the editor of the 
Navy Year Book, the publication of which as a govern- 
ment document had been authorized by Congress. 

Sergt. James I. Boland, U.S.A., retired, died Feb. 26, 
1911, at his home in Independence, Mo., aged seventy- 
seven years. Burial took place in the National Cemetery 
at Fort Leavenworth with military honors, every member 
of the 2d Squadron, 15th Cavalry, attending, Captain 
Littebrant, squadron commander, taking a personal in- 
terest in the arrangements, that nothing might be left 
undone to show the respect due this veteran. Sergeant 
Boland comes of a family of five brothers, each of whom, 
including the father, has served in the U.S. Army. 
The family emigrated from Corinth, Miss., to Dade 
county, Mo., in the early days, and it was at Greenfield, 
the county seat, that father and two sons, James being 
the eldest, in 1855 enlisted for the 1st U.S. Cavalry, E. 
V. Sumner colonel, the regiment then being organized at 
Fort Leavenworth. Captain Coffey, one of the troop 
commanders, was recruiting in Missouri, aad secured all 
three for his troop. James Boland served in this regi- 
ment his entire thirty years, the 1st Cavalry becoming 
the 4th Cavalry in 1861. One of the Boland sons, 
Slater, was killed at the battle of Franklin, Dec. 31, 
1864. James Boland held a Volunteer commission in the 
12th Tennessee Cavalry, and, on being mustered out, 
re-entered the ranks after nine years, joining his old 
regiment, in which he continued to serve until his 
retirement in 1892. During the past year three of the 
brothers passed away. Morgan, an officer of the St. 
Louis Police Department for eighteen years, died in May 
last, and another, Giles, last November. He, too, was 
a resident of St. Louis, where he had been a merchant 
for many years. The youngest brother, Dr. J. T. Boland, 
Kansas City, Mo., survives. In 1861 the deceased was 
married at Fort Leavenworth, and his wife survives him. 
In her girlhood Mrs. Boland was a servant in the family 
of Captain Barnes, assistant surgeon, later Surgeon 
General, in the very early fifties, and with this family 
moved across the plains from Fort Scott, Kas., to Fort 
Laramie, Wyo. At the time of Boland’s retirement he 
was a sergeant in Troop F, commanded by Capt. (now 
Col.) C, H. Murray, 6th Cav. Colonel Murray stated 
on one of his discharges that Boland was “a man of 
sterling character.” ‘Those who know of the 4th 
Cavalry’s work on the plains,” writes a correspondent, 
“can appreciate the history of Boland as a soldier. He 
is a part of the regiment’s history, and with his death 
has passed away one of the links that bound the old 
Army to the new and a soldier who deserved well of his 
country.” 

Mrs. A. D. Silsbee, sister of Mrs. E. H. Liscum, died 
at Jacksonville, Fla., Feb. 25, 1911. Mrs. Liscum re- 
sides at Elmira, N.Y. 

Col. William James Ballantyne Patterson, father of 
Lieut. William Lay Patterson, 18th U.S. Inf., and of 
Major Robert Urie Patterson, Med. Corps, U.S.A., died 
at Austin, Texas, March 5, 1911. 

Mr. Hugh Armstrong Boale, brother of the widow of 
Capt. Robert G. Armstrong, U.S.A., died at Albuquerque, 
N.M., March 5, 1911. Mr. Boale was thirty-two years 
of age, an attorney at law practicing at Vandergrift, 
Pa. He was unmarried, and made his home with his 
brother, Dr. John A. Boale, of Vandergrift Heights, Pa. 
He had been ill for two months when, accompanied by 
his brother and sister, he journeyed to Albuquerque, 
N.M., in search of health, and there the end came. Mr. 
Boale was solicitor for the boroughs of Vandergrift and 
Hyde Park and was burgess of Vandergrift Heights. In 
politics he was a Republican; in religion a member of 
the First Presbyterian Church, Vandergrift. He was a 
member of the Masonic Lodge of the same place, and of 
No. 1 Commandery, K.T., of Pittsburg.

Van Derlip, of Danvilie, N.Y., and mother of Anna Day 
Van Derlip, wife of Major Carl Reichmann, 24th U.S.

Miss Hobbs has shown great discretion in the choice of 
subjects, which betokens a knowledge of composition 
and appreciation of artistic values. She has handled 
admirably broad masses of light and shadow, and has 
related architecture to landscape with exceptional skill. 
These are pictorial photographs, and of the best sort, not 
pan hg and impressionistic, but positive, strong and 
effective.

There was a slight increase in the death rate on the 
Isthmus of Panama in 1910, according to the annual 
report of Col. William C. Gorgas, Med. Corps, U.S.A., 
Chief Sanitary Officer. This was due to the increased 
number of deaths from external violence, the death rate 
from disease being less than that of 1909. The death 
rate by years for the last seven years has been as fol- 
lows: 1904, 13.26; 1905, 25.86; 1906, 41.73; 1907, 
28.74; 1908, 13.01; 1909, 10.64; 1910, 10.98. The death 
rate among the white employees from the United States 
from disease was 2.63 per 1,000. If are included Ameri- 
can women and children the death rate of Americans is 
raised to 3.64. This shows an improvement over 1909,

when the rates for those two classes were respectively 
3.88 and 4.32. Pneumonia claimed the largest number 
of victims in 1910, fifty succumbing to it. The im- 
provement in conditions may be judged from the fact 
that in 1906 there were 413 and in 1907 328 deaths from 
pneumonia. ‘There was only one death from dysentery 
in the year among the 13,021 white employees. Malaria 
caused only fifty deaths, the lowest rate from that 
disease. In 1906 and 1907 the deaths were respectively 
233 and 154. There was one death from yellow fever, 
that of a young Englishman, who arrived iil on the 
isthmus by steamer, With this exception there were no 
cases of yellow fever, plague or smallpox on the isthmus 
in the year. 





Though in the opinion of some members of the Com- 
mission the Panama Canal will be completed before 
the year 1915, it still remains extremely doubtful 
whether the troops can be sent to the canal before 1914, 
one year before the date set for the opening. 
propriation has yet been made by Congress for bar- 
racks and quarters on the canal. At the next regular 
session estimates for this work will be submitted by the 
War Department. The letting of the contracts and the 
construction will consume a year and a half or two years, 
which, with proper sanitation and the rearrangement of 
the stations of the Army, will consume three years, In 
the construction of the fortifications of the canal the 
Government will go back, to some extent, to the old 
style of forts. Of course the heavy walls will be on the 
side facing the sea, but the fortification will have a wall 
in the rear which wili not be easily scaled. This will 
be so arranged as to resist sudden attacks from land 
forces until reinforcements can come from the mobile 
Army. Aside from the entrance to the canal there will 
be quite formidable fortifications at the locks, which are 
the most vulnerable part of the canal. A small detach- 
ment of troops, or even two or three civilians might 
blow up the locks and the closest guard will be kept 
over them in times of peace as well as in war.

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THE RIO GRANDE MANEUVERS. 


The concentration of United States armed forces 
along the Rio Grande, which was ordered this week, will 
serve four purposes. It will instruct the troops, it will 
show the American people the preparedness of our 
Army, it will prevent complications with Mexico arising, 
and last, but not least, it will teach anti-militarists how 
properly disposed soldiers are an effective factor in 
preserving peace. No more auspicious time than the 
present could have been chosen by the War Department 
for this massing of troops in the Southwest. Congress, 
in the last session of which depreciatory talk regarding 
the Army was heard, has just adjourned, and the mem- 
bers who had their little flings at the Military Establish- 
ment will now have an opportunity to see how effectively 
the organization of the Army can work when conditions 
simulating those of actual war are encountered. The 
people have been told so often of late that the Army 
organization would go to pieces if anything like war 
work were required of it that this object lesson in 
mobilization is very timely. 

As the situation clears with the passage of the hours, 
it is seen that the Washington Government’s intention 
is to use the maneuvers to establish an anti-filibuster 
cordon on our frontier, to prevent the giving of aid to 
the Mexican rebels in violation of neutrality. The 
insurrection in Mexico has not risen to the importance 
of a revolution, and shows no ability to establish a 
government. Its chief ability seems to be to destroy 
railroad property here and there, attack unguarded 
towns, and harass neighborhoods with sporadic attacks 
having no resemblance to military movements. If this 
state of disorder, dangerous to the lives and property of 
Europeans and Americans living in Mexico, is proved 
to be largely due to the smuggling of arms and other 
supplies for the rebels across our border, and if it is 
made plain that the revolt would soon collapse if de- 
prived of surreptitious aid from this side of the border, 
our Government is doing only its duty in taking all 
means in its power to prevent a violation of our 
neutrality. The fact that the United States troops 
ordered to the border are equipped with ball cartridges 
indicates that the Army authorities have prepared our 
forces for sharp, quick work, if it be necessary. Some 
see the Monroe Doctrine playing a large part in this 
present movement of U.S. troops. Since European 
Powers are debarred from interfering in the affairs of 
countries on this continent, the duty of the United 
States to prevent its citizens or Mexicans on this side 
of the border from giving aid to the rebels becomes even 
more imperative. 

Better instruction for the troops could not well be 
obtained. Instead of keeping the soldiers in isolated 
garrisons, going through the dull daily routine, the 
different units are brought together in such a way that 
they can receive such training as they would need at 
the beginning of a war. The expense is little more than 
it would be if the men remained at their regular posts. 
The same rations virtually are called for, whether they 
are on the Rio Grande or at their home stations. The 
only large item of additional expense worth . mentioning 
is that of transportation, but this sum is so small in 
comparison with the advantages to be gained by this 
concentration that it is not to be regarded as an objection 
entitled to consideration. 

Anti-militarists should profit greatly by this mobiliza- 
tion, for, if they are amenable to reason, they will see 
that, instead of promoting war, the presence of our 
troops along the Rio Grande border is sure to make for 
peace. They will see how much better it is to do as 
the War Department is now doing than to wait until, 
in default of proper military precaution on our side, the 
revolutionists should bring about a situation in our 
border states that might precipitate war. With a large 
force on watch on the border the United States is in a 
position to control the situation absolutely, and to 
prevent anything happening that might be construed as 
a casus belli. Our procedure now simply follows the 
practice of European nations in patroling their frontiers 
when domestic insurrection in a neighboring country 
threatens to produce annoying complications. If a 
rebellion were afoot in Poland to-day Russia and other 
countries would have a sufficiency of troops on the 
frontier, and if Switzerland were in the throes of a 
revolution Italy, France, Germany and Austria would 
certainly not fail to keep troops in large numbers sta- 
tioned where they could prevent unpleasant entangle- 
ments. 

The force that is being concentrated along the Rio 
Grande is not one to awaken visions of conquest in the 
minds of reasonable men. Twenty thousand troops 
would be considered a mere bagatelle in the countries of 
Europe, where twice and.thrice that number often take 
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part. in the annual: maneuvers. The border of Mexico 
presents a long stretch of territory, and the mobilized 
United States troops there are none too many to give 
complete patrol protection to that region, The presence 
of American warships off both east and west coasts indi- 
cates that the Navy is. to help in the’ patroling, for 
there have been rumors that the revolutionists have been 
receiving arms from American vessels landing at various 
places along the coast. The assurance given to President 
Diaz by President Taft on March 8, that the maneuvers 
of our troops along the Rio Grande have no significance 
which should cause concern to Mexico, was a timely 
protest against the sinister newspaper construction put 
upon the action of the War Department. 

On page 819 of this issue appears a letter from 
a correspondent, who calls attention again to what we 
have- often referred to, namely, the diffusion of our 
Army among many posts, the result of which is that 
the Regulars are seldom brought together in those larger 
formations which are essential to movements in actual 
war. Mr. Lanier shows that such scattering tends to 
keep our officers without training in the handling of men 
fn brigade and other organizations, and would thus 
seriously handicap them at the beginning of a war. By 
these maneuvers along the Mexican border brigades can 
be formed, and that feature of instruction can be added 
to the training of our officers. 

The extent to which newspaper exaggeration can go 
when there is any suggestion of gunpowder in the air 
is shown by the announcement telegraphed from Wash- 
ington to a New York daily on March 8, that the invita- 
tion of the War Department to Militia officers to take 
part in the maneuvers “gives ground for the conjecture 
that, owing to the shortage of officers in the Army, the 
real purpose of the invitation was to use the Militia 
officers to command Regular troops.” Similar extrava- 
gance of statement was in evidence at the time that 
the Battleship Fleet was ordered by President Roosevelt 
to prepare for the voyage around the world. Certain 
newspapers were certain that this cruise meant the 
throwing down of the gauntlet to Japan, and even before 
the fleet sailed it was predicted that Japan would not 
wait till the fleet had reached the Pacific, but would 
declare war as soon as Admiral Evans’s armada sailed 
from Hampton Roads. This cruise of the Battleship 
Fleet was nothing more than naval maneuvers on a 
large scale and of an unusual kind, and had in it no 
more bellicose intentions than has the assembling of our 
soldiers on the Texas border to-day.

THE RETIREMENT OF PEARY. 

By the retirement of Civil Engr. Robert E. Peary, 
U.S.N., the discoverer of the North Pole, with the rank 
of rear admiral, Congress has put the seal of its ap- 
proval upon his great achievement, the last geographical 
victory of supreme importance that can be won upon 
this old globe. Virtually every other part of the world 
is known to man, and when Peary climbed through hun- 
dreds of miles of trackless ice and snow to the summit 
of this planet he solved the only topographical mystery 
left to puzzle mankind. Even without this final effort 
of his life, without this success where so many other 
great souls had sought undying fame, to meet disap- 
pointment or death, Peary would have deserved such 
rank as Congress has given him, for he it was who dis- 
covered that Greenland is a continent, found Melville 
Land and Heilprin Land and filled in all the unknown 
gaps in the Northern coast line of the American half 
of the Arctic regions. 

In a country in which titles are bestowed for great 
exploits the name of Peary long before this would have 
received an imposing prefix, expressive of the admiration 
of his fellow-countrymen. In the British record of Arc- 
tic exploration there is a long list of ‘titles won when 
hunger, cold and despair were fought on the white bat- 
tlefields of the Far North. Sir Alexander Mackenzie, 
Sir William Edward Parry, Sir John Franklin,. Sir 
George Nares and Sir James Ross are some of the 
names that loom large in history as a result of their 
struggles to reach the Pole. Only in the last few months 
England, by making him Sir Ernest H. Shackleton, 
honored one of her explorers who, after a brave fight, 
had failed to reach the South Pole. 

We remember being told once how Mrs, Peary, en- 
sconced snugly in the ice-locked ship at the Arctic ren- 
dezvous, waited through dark, lonely months for the 
return of her husband from one of his unsuccessful ven- 
tures to reach the pole. The awful silence of the sunless 
months must have seemed unutterably long to her, but 
what must it have been to the man who ‘was fighting 
his way foot by foot through the wilderness of ice and 
snow toward the pole, only to have to acknowledge 
defeat again and return to civilization? At last one 
night she heard a footstep on the icy deck. Instantly 
she knew the tread, and called to the crew, “My hus- 
band!” Surely, thought we, one such journey should be 
enough for a mortal man. But not so with Peary. Time 
after time he disappeared into the darkness. Never did 
explorer before win the goal of his life through so long 
a communion with the night. 

Perhaps Peary’s title to rank among the greatest ex- 
plorers of all time would have been ircomplete if he had 
not been subjected to calumny and abuse. Slander, like 
death, loves a shining mark, but it has been given to 
Peary to see the aspersions of some of his misguided 
countrymen silenced in the universal acclaim with which 
Burope* received the news of his success, and to behold 


the chief actor in this conspiracy of. obloquy. and. false- 


‘hood self-banished from the sight of honest men. 


The deeds of great sailors, have made luminous the 
pages of history, and it is a glory that may be shared 


_ reciprocally by Peary. and the Navy that the great Serv- 


ice that has given to the world such sailors as Paul 
Jones, Farragut and Dewey can claim comradeship with 
one who, after nearly a quarter of a century of arduous 
labor, is now linked for all time with Columbus, Magellan 
and Stanley, in the great galaxy of the unconquerable 
souls. 


In the House of Representatives March'3 Hon. Her- 
bert Parsons spoke in favor of the appropriation for the 
monument to Gen. Nathaniel Greene. After pronouncing 
a eulogy on General Greene, Mr. Parsons said: “The 
Greene family has borne an honored part in three or 
four American wars, and it is fitting at this time to make 
reference to those others of his name who have continued 
to bring honor and prestige to the family. In the Civil 
War Gen. Charles Sears Greene had an important com- 
mand at Antietam, and at Oulps Hill at Gettysburg. 
Francis Vinton Greene, a son of Gen. Charles Sears 
Greene, became a major general of Volunteers in the 
Spanish-American War, and commanded one of the two 
brigades under General Merritt when our forces took 
Manila. He graduated from West Point in 1870, stand- 
ing first in his class. As a young officer he had taken 
part in the boundary survey, and had then entered the 
Ungineer Corps. Later he was upon special duty under 
the Department of State as military attaché to the 
United States legation at St. Petersburg during the time 
that Russia was at war with Turkey. He was with the 
Russian army in Turkey and received decorations for 
bravery. He made the report for the War Department 
on the Russian campaigns in Turkey and published a 
volume on ‘Army Life in Russia,’ wrote the volume on 
the Mississippi (in the series of the ‘Army in the Civil 
War’) ; and, after leaving the Army, wrote, in the Great 
Commander Series, the volume on his kinsman, Gen. 
Nathaniel Greene. In civil as in military life he has 
been an effective administrator. Among the fine body of 
young men who have gone to the Philippines to help in 
giving the Filipinos a suitable government and fit them 
for the time when they can take it over themselves is 
his son, Warwick Greene, now director of public works 
of the Philippine Islands. No finer honor exists to the 
memory of Gen. Nathaniel Greene than that so many 
of his kin have played and still play an honorable rdéle 
in American affairs. Let the country do its part, as 
they have done theirs, by erecting this monument to the 
memory of one of America’s greatest soldiers.” 





Referring to G.O. No. 195, W.D., 1910, in which post 
commanders are directed to dispose of matters of routine 
as far as practicable by personal interview with the in- 
dividuals concerned instead of by written communica- 
tions, the following extract from a letter received at 
the War Department is of interest: “For two years— 
that is, since I have been in command of this 
post—I have done away practically with all post cor- 
respondence in so far as that is possible. Upon my 
assuming command of this post I found on my desk 
thirteen letters addressed to the Post Adjutant by com- 
pany commanders, staff officers and other officers at the 
post. I read them over and it seemed to me that it was 
an unnecessary formality and useless waste of time, 
thought and paper on matters so trivial. In turn I sent 
for each of the officers, told them what my instructions 
were in the matter verbally and tore up the letters and 
threw them in the waste basket. Since that time I have 
had no corresponding letters addressed to the adjutant 
except now and then from some new officer who has just 
been assigned to the post. I have found that by con- 
sulting personally with the staff officers, either in their 
offices or in my own, as the necessities seemed to de- 
mand, and having a daily conference with all the officers 
together at officers’ call, I could settle practically all 
post matters which did not require the signature of the 
post commander for the expenditure of money or for 
certain returns that require signature. In other words, 
the scheme that is outlined in Par. 5, G.O. No. 195, 
W.D., dated Oct. 22, 1910, has been in practical and 
successful operation at this post for two years, with a 





very considerable reduction in the record-keeping at the 


headquarters.” 
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Secretary Meyer, who had a very bad quarter of an 
hour when Congress seemed to be approaching the end 
of the session without passing the Navy bill, is corre- 
spondingly happy now that it has become a law. He is 
pleased with the provision in the bill making permanent 
the plan of fixing the cost of work under the new system 
of accounting, and that making additional numbers of 
the officers of the line doing engineering duty. This 
last is a partial step toward securing younger officers 
for assignment as flag officers and commanding officers 
afloat. Under this proviso a number of younger captains 
and commanders will be secured at once. The engineer 
officers themselves are secure in all the benefits of retire- 
ment they now have, and under the law now they cannot 
any of them be selected out. These same engineer officers 
also receive a further benefit, in that they secure slight 
promotion. The bill also provides that any officer of the 
Navy who fails. physically for promotion ,on. account of 
disability contracted in the line of duty can be retired in 
the rank to which he would have been promoted. The 
same law has obtained for some years in the Army and 








. Marine Corps, and_ the. present proyision extends this 
’ to the Navy. 


The provision in the House bill forbidding 
the expenditure of any money for the transportation of 
coal from the Atlantic ebast to the Pacific coast was 
struck out in the Senate. It would have seriously crippled 
the Department, and might have made it necessary to 
supply our ships on the west coast with British Columbia 
coal, because as yet no satisfactory coal has been found 
in the Western states. 

If Chaplain Joseph Clemens, 15th U.S. Inf., had been 
at the lecture delivered by Brig. Gen. Philip Reade, 
U.S.A., retired, at Pittsfield, Mass., on Feb. 23 he would 
doubtless have loudly applauded the statement of the 
speaker that “while the question of the purchase of the 
Philippine Islands is one of public policy or polity, 
American soldiers who have been there would shout 
‘Hosanna!’ if -the islands were at the bottom of the 
sea.” This was substantially the same assertion as that 
made by the Chaplain in his letter replying to Mr. Moor- 
field Storey in our issue of Feb. 25, in which he said 
that nine out of ten of the officers of our Army would 
be glad if there were no Philippines. Such statements as 
these must surprise persons ignorant of American mili- 
tary matters, who believe that the Regular Army en- 
thusiastically favors the retention of the islands, With 
their muddled minds they see a connection between the 
Philippines and the maintenance of an Army, and be- 
lieve that with the islands off our hands all the Regular 
could do would be to throw up, his hands and imitate 
the dusky Moor when he cried, “Othello’s od¢eupation’s 
gone!” General Reade’s Pittsfield address was given 
at the annual dinner of the University Club and his sub- 
ject was “The Moros.” Some of his Massachusetts 
audience must have been badly shocked when he told of 
one act to illustrate the treachery of the Moros. An 
American soldier who approached a savage bearing a 
flag of truce was asked to look into a basket of fruit. 
As the soldier bent over a savage clipped off his head.

The Navy Department is now engaged in formulating 
specifications for the contracts for material to cémply 
with the freak requirements of the Navy Appropriation 
bill as it passed Congress. The provision which is 
directed at the Steel Trust presents some difficult 
features, but none which cannot, in the opinion of legal 
authorities, be complied with so as not to delay the 
letting of the contracts for armament. According to this 
provision in the bill the Navy Department is not author- 
ized to purchase any material from a trust or combina- 
tion. It has been decided that the Navy Department has 
no authority to pass upon the legal status of a concern 
with which it transacts business. There is no depart- 
ment in the Government, not even the Department of 
Justice, which has any authority to make such a decision 
or ruling. 'This is for the courts to decide. All that 
could be required of the Navy Department is to insert a 
clause in its contracts in which a concern, when it 
makes a bid, states that it is not an-illegal combination 
for the restraint of trade. As the courts have not yet 
decided whether the Standard Oil Company is violating 
the anti-trust laws of the country it cannot be assumed 
in the departments that the Standard Oil Company, the 
United States Steel Company or any of the large con- 
cerns are illegal combinations. 











An ex-soldier writing to the Military Digest of the 
Philippines says that once a comrade complained of 
him to his colonel because. while in charge of ‘a canteen 
at Balanga, province of Bataan, in the early days of the 
American occupation, he had refused to give a drink of 
water to the complainant. The colonel: asked the 
manager of the canteen why he had refused the water. 
The answer gives a sidelight on the habits of the “beno 
fiends.” The canteen-keeper explained that the ap- 
plicant was addicted to beno and that a person who 
becomes drunk ‘on beno can keep himself in a semi- 
intoxicated condition for a long time by simply drinking 
water. That is one danger the Digest writer finds in 
the abolition of the canteen; it turns the men toward the 
native drink. Though himself a saloon-keeper now in 
Manila and profiting by the trade of the soldiers, he is 
frank enough to admit that the absence of the canteen 
is driving men to the use of beno, whose disastrous 
effects can be prolonged to such an extent by the simple 
drinking of water. In that respect.the vilest whisky is 
better, for when it loses its power its victim comes from 


‘ under its influence. 





The Quartermaster’s Department made a new record 
in putting the transports McClellan, Kilpatrick and 
Sumner into commission for the transportation of the 
Coast Artillery to the maneuvers. Monday night the 
Q.M. General received his orders from the War Depart- 
ment, and by Friday the transports were ready to sail. 
In three. days the transports were drydocked, their 
bottoms scraped and painted. Every bit of machinery 
was gone over and inspected, as the transports were in 
the hands of one skeleton crew, which acted as care- 
takers. When the work of putting the ships into 
commission was begun all the engines and machinery 
were covered with tallow and white lead to keep them 
from rusting. It was no small task to assemble the 
crews for the transports. . It was necessary to bring 
most of the crews from New York city, but every man 
was. shipped by Thursday evening. The transports 
sailed with the 2d and 3d Provisional Regiments of 
Coast Artillery. 
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MOBILIZING ON TEXAS FRONTIER. 


On Tuesday, March 7, Major General Wood, Chief 
of Staff, gave out the following announcement: “The 
Department is mobilizing a division at full strength at 
San Antonio, Texas, for the purpose of field training of 
officers and men, and for the further purpose of holding 
maneuvers involving possible operations against Galves- 
ton. There will be assembled at Galveston a force of 
three regiments for the defense of that place against 
possible attack by the Navy. On the Pacific Coast the 
mobilization will involve a brigade of Infantry in the 
Los Angeles district for the purpose of defending San 
Diego and San Pedro against possible attack by the 
Navy. The mobilization of these troops will furnish an 
excellent opportunity for the instruction of a number 
of senior officers in the elements of higher command. It 
will also put to a practical test the preparedness of the 
staff departments for the mobilization of troops. Major 
Gen. William H. Carter will command the provisional 
division. The brigades at San Antonio will be com- 
manded by Brig. Gens. M. P. Maus, F. A. Smith, Ralph 
W. Hoyt; the troops at Galveston will be under the 
command of Brig. Gen. A. L. Mills; the troops in the 
Ios Angeles district will be commanded by Brig. Gen. 
Tasker H. Bliss.” 

Col. Stephen C. Mills will be Chief of Staff to General 
Carter; Capt. Henry G. Learnard, assistant to Chief of 
Staff; Capt. Malin Craig, assistant to Chief of Staff; 
Lieut. Col. E, P. Ladd, Adjutant General; Major George

Orders to participate in the joint Army and Navy 
maneuvers at the Mexican border were received at 
Marine Corps headquarters on Monday, March 6, and 
by Saturday, March 10, a brigade was ready to sail on 
the Dixie and on the Prairie from Philadelphia and 
New York, and a detachment from Mare Island on the 
Buffalo. A good share of the detachments were moving 
on Tuesday morning, March 7, and some on even Mon- 
day night, March 6, toward the ports of mobilization. 
The necessary instructions to all of the posts were is- 
sued Monday night before the Marine Corps headquar- 
ters were closed. Two regiments were formed into what 
is known as the Provisional Brigade. Each regiment 


consists of seven companies. The companies consist of ° 


one captain, one first lieutenant, one second lieutenant, 
one first sergeant, five sergeants, twelve corporals, two 
musicians and eighty-four privates. The first regiment 
was ready to sail from Philadelphia on Thursday after- 
noon and the rest of the brigade Saturday noon. All of 
the Marines were equipped for tropical service afloat 
or ashore. The detachment which sailed on the Buffalo 
consisted of eleven commissioned officers, five first ser 
geants, twenty sergeants, forty-two corporals and fifty- 
one enlisted men.

THE SIXTY-FIRST CONGRESS. 


THIRD SESSION. 

In addition to the important legislation crowded into 
the big appropriation bills, as recorded on pages 817 and 
818 of this issue, we note below a varied lot of indepen- 
dent measures adopted by this short Congressional 
session. The increase of Army officer personnel is pro- 
vided for in the Army bill and in the Rivers and Harbors 
bill. Particular attention is called to the summaries 
of the Army and Navy Appropriation bills, where we 
note every new feature of legislation not carried by those 
measures last year. 

Much good legislation was discussed in committees 
and many bills were exhaustively reported upon. Those 
measures which failed of determinative consideration 
upon the floor of Congress, though dead as original 
measures, aS are all bills introduced in the Sixty-first 
Congress and not passed, will have the benefit, upon 
their reintroduction in the Sixty-second Congress, of 
the technical consideration already given to them by 
the experts of the Service. 

The Military Academy bill as enacted does not carry 
the additional $30,000 asked for by the Senate for pay 
of cadets. The Senate did not adopt its committee’s 
recommendation of legislation to provide an improved 
system of cadet appointment, as noted in our issue of 
March 4; nor was the paragraph adopted giving rank 
of colonel to military attachés on duty at embassies and 
rank of lieutenant colonel while on duty at legations 
abroad. There are hereafter to be eight assistant pro- 
fessors and three senior assistant professors at the 
Academy. The chapel organist is to receive $1,200, 
instead of $200 a year. 

In agreeing on the Fortifications bill, the amount for 
mountain, field and siege cannon is made $300,000, 
instead of $150,000 proposed by the House and $500,000 
proposed by the Senate. The appropriation of $173,000 
for mining casemates, etc., was sticken out, as were 
also the Senate items of $125,000 for gun and mortar 
batteries and $150,000 for the purchase of 300 acres of 
land at Cape Henry, Va. For the items of the Fortifica- 
tions bill see our issue of Feb. 25, page 754. The total 
carried by the Act is $5,473,707. 

Panama Canal fortification is provided for in the 
Sundry Civil bill, which appropriates $3,000,000 toward 
the $11,090,000 estimated for the project. 

An act passed relating to the Medical Corps is the 
following: 

Be it enacted, etc., That the Act approved June 22, 1910, en- 
titled, ““An act providing for the retirement of certain medical 
—_ of the Army,” be, and the same is hereby, amended as 
OlOWSs: 

Strike out the words, “in the War of the Rebellion,” follow- 
ing the words, “enlisted man,” in said act, so that the act as 
amended will read: 

“Be it enacted, etc., That any officer of the Medical Reserve 
Corps who shall have reached the age of seventy years, and whose 
total active service in the Army of the United States, Regular or 
Volunteer, as such officer, and as contract or acting assistant 
surgeon, and as an enlisted man, shall equal forty years, may 
thereupon, in the discretion of the President, be placed upon 
the retired list of the Army, with the rank, pay and allowances 
of a first lieutenant.” 

The General Deficiency Appropriation bill as enacted 
carries a provision that “the Auditor for the Navy De- 
partment is directed to allow mileage to officers of the 
Navy who have heretofore been disallowed same by 
reason of a decision of the Assistant Comptroller of the 
Treasury dated March 17, 1910; and to pay said allow- 
ances out of any balances of the appropriations for pay, 
miscellaneous, of the Navy.’” 

A bill which just missed Presidential approval in the 
Sixtieth Congress now becomes a law at the hands of 
the Sixty-first, providing “That commissioned officers of 
the Army, Navy and Marine Corps on the retired list 
whose rank has been or shall hereafter be advanced by 
operation of or in accordance with law shall be entitled 
to and shall receive commissions in accordance with 
such advanced rank.” 

This Congress also passed an act to promote the 
erection of a memorial in conjunction with Perry’s vic- 
tory centennial celebration at Put-in-Bay Island during 
the year 1913, in commemoration of the one hundredth 
anniversary of the battle of Lake Erie and_the north- 
western campaign of Gen. William Henry Harrison in 
the War of 1812. 

Congress provided $10,000 for a joint monument to 
be erected in the old cemetery at Midway, Liberty 
county, Ga., in memory of the lives and public services 
of Gen. James Screven and Gen. Daniel Stewart, two 
dstinguished officers of the U.S. Army. 

A monument to Gen. Nathanael Greene, a Revolu- 
tionary War hero, is provided for, to be erected at Guil- 
ford battleground, North Carolina. The appropriation is 





John R. Kissinger, of the Hospital Corps, who volun- 
teered for anti-yellow fever experimentation in Cuba in 
1898-9, receives by act of this Congress a monthly 
pension of $100. 

A Panama Canal Exposition, to be held at San Fran- 
cisco in 1915, is provided for. 

The law establishing marine schools follows: 

That the Secretary of the Navy, to promote nautical educa- 


tion, is hereby authorized and empowered to furnish, upon the 
application in writing of the Governor of a state, a suitable ves- 
sel of the Navy, with all her apparel, charts, books and instru- 
ments of navigation, provided the same can be spared without 
detriment to the naval Service, to be used for the benefit of any 
nautical school, or school or college having a nautical branch, 
established at each of the following ports of the United States: 
Boston, Philadelphia, New York, Seattle, San Francisco, Balti- 
more, Norfolk, Corpus Christi, Detroit and Saginaw, Mich., upon 
the condition that there shall be maintained at such 
port a school, or branch of a school, for the  in- 
struction of youths in navigation, steamship-marine engi- 
neering, and all matters pertaining to the proper construc- 
tion, equipment and sailing of vessels or any particular branch 
thereof. 

Congress passed a law to appoint in the Navy one 
additional professor of mathematics capable of instruct- 
ing in the Spanish language, the appointee to be an 
extra number in the corps of professors of mathematics, 
and the appointment shall be held and considered as 
filling the next vacancy among the regular members of 
said corps when such vacancy occurs. 


The text of the law rewarding Civil Engr. Robert E. 
Peary for his polar success follows: 

That the President of the United States be, and he is hereby, 
authorized to place Civil Engr. Robert E. Peary, U.S.N., on 
the retired list of the Corps of Civil Engineers, with the rank 
of rear admiral, to date from April 6, 1909, with the highest 
retired pay of that grade under existing law. 

Sec. 2. That the thanks of Congress be, and the same are 
hereby, tendered to Robert E. Peary, U.S.N., for his Arctic ex- 
plorations resulting in reaching the North Pole. 

March 4 the following letter was read to the Senate: 

Washington, D.C., March 4. 
Vice-President James S. Sherman, Washington, D.C.: 

If such a request is allowable, will you kindly express to the 
Members of the Senate my sincere thanks for their support and 
my deep appreciation of the high honor shown in voting me the 
rare thanks of Congress? Accept my personal regards. 

PEARY. 

Sec. 183 of the Revised Statutes of the United States 
is amended to read as follows: 

“Sec. 183. Any officer or clerk of any of the departments 
lawfully detailed to investigate frauds on, or attempts to de- 
fraud, the Government, or any irregularity or misconduct of 
any officer or agent of the United States, and any officer of the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps or Revenue Cutter Service detailed 
to conduct an investigation, and the recorder, and if there be 
none the presiding officer, of any military or naval board ap- 
pointed for such purpose, shall have authority to administer an 
oath to any witness attending to testify or depose in the course 
of such investigation.” 

The law to protect the diginity and honor of the U.S. 
uniferm provides: 

That hereafter no proprietor, manager, or employee of a 
theater or other public place of entertai t or t in 
the District of Columbia, or in any territory, the District of 
Alaska or insular possessions of the United States, shall make, 
or cause to be made, any discrimination against any person law- 
fully wearing the uniform of the Army, Navy, Revenue Cutter 
Service or Marine Corps of the United States because of that 
uniform, and any person making, or causing to be made, such 
discrimination shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, punishable by 
a fine not exceeding $500. 

The bill enacted to remove suspensions in the accounts 
of certain Navy paymasters on account of certain navy 
yard mess accounts relieves the following officers in 
the amounts stated: Pay Inspr. F. T. Arms, navy yard, 
New York (account of W. L. Wilson), $654.90; Paymr. 
Charles Conard, navy yard, Norfolk, Va., $246.60; 
Paymr. R. Nicholson, navy yard, Mare Island, Cal., 
$478.80; P.A. Paymr. E. A. McMillan, naval station, 
Guam, $265.50; total, $1,645.80. 

By an Act of March 3, 1911, it is provided “That the 
Confederate cemetery near Springfield, Mo., and which 
adjoins the National Cemetery at that place, having 
been tendered by proper authority to the U.S. Govern- 
ment, the same is hereby prvcaires f under the conditions 
that the Government shall take care of and properly 
maintain and preserve the cemetery, its monument or 
monuments, headstones and other marks of the graves, 
its walls, gates and appurtenances; to preserve and keep 
a record, as far as possible, of the names of those buried 
therein, with such history of each as can be obtained, and 
to see that it is never used for any other purpose than 
as a cemetery for the graves of men who were in the 
military or naval service of the Confederate States of 
America,” ete. 

The bill to punish the disclosure of national defense 
secrets becomes a law as published in full in our issue 
of March 4. 

The law to enable the President to drop convicts from 
the rolls of the Army is one of the acts of this Congress. 

Congress authorizes the construction and operation of 
an electric railway line on the Fort Riley military 
reservation. 

Authority is granted for the location of a pumping 
station on the military reservation at Fort Keogh, Mont. 

Among the private bills enacted is one to waive the 
age limit for admission to the Pay Corps of the US. 
Navy for one year in the case of Paymaster’s Clerk 
Arthur Henry Mayo; and one to place Sergt. 1st Class 
David Robertson, Hospital Corps, who has had fifty- 
seven years’ continuous service, on the retired list with 
full pay of his grade. 

Another private bill enacted authorizes the payment to 
Lincoln C. Andrews, Capt., 1t v., of $150 for the 
loss of his horse by the Quartermaster’s Department at 
Santiago, Cuba, in 1898. 

Fy Act of March 4. M. H. Plunkett, assistant en- 
gineer, U.S.N., is placed on the retired list with 
advanced rank. 


Among the bills enacted is one to restore P.A. Paymr. 
Edwin M. Hacker, U.S.N., to a place on the list of pay 
officers of the Navy, next after P.A. Paymr. Thom 
Williamson, jr., U.S.N.:; also one “to appoint Frederick 
W. Olcott, late a passed assistant surgeon in the Navy 
of the United States, to the rank held by him at the 
time of his retirement, and when so appointed he shall 
be placed on the list of retired officers of the Navy, 
unlimited, on account of disability incurred in line of 
duty.” 

One of the wisest uses of the Presidential veto prero- 
gative wis exercised in the disapproval of the act to 
restore Military Academy cadets who had been dismissed 
for hazing. 

The message of the President vetoing the bill to 





restore Commodore Ten Hyck De Witt Veeder, U.S.N., 


retired, to the active list as captain follows: 
To the Senate: 

I return herewith, without approval, Senate bill No. 10172, 
entitled, “A bill for the relief of Ten Eyck De Witt Veeder, com- 
modore on the retired list of the U.S. Navy.” 

In accordance with the provisions of the Personnel Act of 
March 3, 1899, Captain Veeder was placed upon the retired list 
with the rank of commodore, being one of the officers deemed 
by the board of five rear admirals less efficient than the re- 
maining captains on the active list. 

The finding of this board was approved by me, acting upon 
the recommendation of the Navy Department, and I see no rea- 
son why that action should be reversed. The board was com- 
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posed of well known officers, and I believe that their recom- 
mendation was, in accordance with their oaths, based upon the 
relative standing and special fitness of the officer. concerned as 
well as the efficiency of the naval Service. 

If this bill for the relief of Commodore Veeder is approved 
it will probably be followed by others of a similar nature for 
the return of all officers who have been placed on the retired 
list in accordance with the provisions of the Personnel Act, 
and it is my opinion that the enacting of this measure into a 
law will have a most injurious effect upon the naval Service.

The President also vetoed the bill to appoint William 
Porter White, captain on the retired list, to the grade 
of captain on the active list of the Navy. 

SOME BILLS THAT FAILED. 

The bill to give warrant rank to non-commissioned 
officers of the Army was not reported out of committee, 
as it was introduced rather late in the session. 

The bill to regulate rank on the retired list was not 
reached. 


The .bill for graduated retirement in the Navy, for. 


service of from sixteen to twenty-five years, passed the 
Senate, but got no further. 

The bill to allow travel pay, in lieu of transportation 
home from the Philippines, to Volunteers who served in 
the Philippines and were discharged under the Act of 
March 2, 1899, was passed by the Senate, but was not 
considered in the House. 

The oft-repeated effort of the House to reduce the 
number of pension agencies from eighteen to one again 
failed of Senatorial approval. 

The creation of a Naval Medical Reserve Corps along 
the lines of the Army Medical Reserve Corps, though 
an effort was made to include it in the Naval Appropria- 
tion bill legislation, was not voted upon. 

The failure to pass the bill to give Federal pay to the 
Organized Militia is noted on page 815. 

‘The bill to create a council of national defense, an 
excellent measure endorsed by both the War and Navy 
Departments and the subject of a favorable report in 
the House, where it was introduced by Mr. Hobson, 
failed of consideration in the rush of the closing weeks 
of the Congress. 

The Naval Militia bill, which passed the House March 
5, was called up in the Senate on March 4, but on 
objection by Mr. Hale the bill was dropped. An effort 
had also been made to attach this measure to the Naval 
Appropriation bill. 

No ship subsidy measure was adopted, though various 
bills for this purpose were proposed, and one got through 
the Senate. 

Mr. Penrose called up the “Civil War Volunteer 
Officers Retired List” bill on the last day of the session, 
but objection was made to its consideration. So neither 
House acted upon the proposition. An unsuccessful 
attempt was made to pass the Sulloway Pension bill as 
a rider to the Pension Appropriation Act. 

The House failed to pass the Senate bill to place I. 
W. Kite on the Navy retired list with the rank of medical 
inspector, without pay. ‘The vote was less than the 
required two-thirds.

ATLANTIC FLEET. 


The Navy Department has issued a schedule of the 
overhaul and docking periods for the Atlantic Fleet for 
1911. For the battleships the first docking period is 
from April 10 to 30, the first overhaul! period July and 
August, the second overhaul period Sept. 7 to Oct. 31, 
the second docking period from Sept. 10 to 30, the third 
overhaul period December and January, 'the fourth over- 
haul period February and March, 1912, and the fifth 
overhaul period April 10 to June 30, 1912.. The order 
in which the ships of divisions overhaul will be modified 
by the Department should occasion arise. The 21-ship 
fleet organization will go into effect on July 1, 1911, as 
previously announced, with the following modifications: 
The Connecticut will remain attached to the First Divi- 
sion until the Florida is completed. Should the New 
Jersey be delayed in joining the fleet, as mow appears 
possible, the Rhode Island will continue with the Fourth 
Division until relieved by the New Jersey. Should the 
Mssouri be delayed in joining the fleet, the Third Divi- 
sion will be temporarily reduced to three active vessels, 
the Minnesota being scheduled to be at her home yard 
during the first overhaul period. 

Delaware docks at Boston upon return from South 
America, about April 20-25, then proceeds ‘to New York 
for remainder of docking period, Sept. 10-30. North 
Dakota docks at Boston immediately after battle prac- 
tice, then goes to New York for examination: of turbines, 
Sept. 10-30. Michigan was docked at Norfolk in 
February. Louisiana, Kansas and New Hampshire dock 
at Norfolk prior to battle practice, between March 10 


and April 1, the dock being unavailable after battle 
Les South Carolina docks at Norfolk in March for 
repairs. ‘ 

e Florida, Utah, Maine, Missouri, New Jersey and 
Ohio are building or completing general overhaul; not 
yet attached to fleet. The Connecticut, New Hampshire 
and Minnesota will have their 12-inch guns replaced 
during April, and the Nebraska between Sept. 7-Oct. 30. 
Second overhaul period begins immediately after elemen- 
tary practice, which is held the first week in September. 
Utah completes aud leaves yard for shaking down as 
early as possible in first overhaul period. Louisiana, 
Kansas and New Hampshire will dock at Norfolk in 
the order named. Connecticut will have any overhauling 
necessary during this April docking period and the May 
following. After the Florida F spe the fleet the flagship 
of the commander-in-chief will overhaul when necessary 
during a divisional cruising period. 

For the armored cruisers, Tennessee, Washington, 
North Carolina and Montana, the first docking period is 
from May 1 to 15, the first overhaul period from April 
10 to June 15, second overhaul period June 15 to Aug. 
20, second docking period October 1 to 15, third overhaul 
period October and November, and fourth overhaul period 
during Decemher and January. Washington was 
docked in February, 1911. Portsmouth, N.H., is the 
home yard of all four cruisers. 

The schedule for the battleships is based partly on the 
general plan of operations of the fleet, as follows: 
January, February and March, 1911, fleet cruise and 
fleet maneuvers and exercises; April 1, fleet battle prac- 
tice; April 10-30, divisional docking period; May and 
June, divisional cruising period; July and August, fleet 
maneuvers and exercises; Sept. 1, elementary target 
practice; Sept. 10-30, divisional docking period; 
ane November and December, divisional cruise 
abroad.

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The mail, telegraphic and shipping addresses of the 
submarines and their tenders while operating in Chesa- 
peake Bay will be Annapolis, Md.

The Potomac has been ordered detached from duty at 
the naval station, Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, and ordered 
to proceed to Hampton Roads for duty with the Atlantic 
Fleet during target practice. 


We have received a copy of the photo showing the 
champion team of the U.S. Marine Corps which won 
the international athletic meet at Pekin, China, in 
September, 1910, against British, French and German 
teams. The marines are an exceptionally clean-cut and 
intelligent body of men, and scored a total of 61 points, 
against 28 by the British, 22 by the French and 10 by 
the Germans, The team was composed of Ist Lieut. 
Julian P. Willcox, Corporals Wilsted and Roith, Pri- 
vates Hederich, McCure, Parsel, Parce, Curtiss, Roller, 
Klotz and Hill. 


Complimentary to Rear Admiral Schroeder, U.S.N., 
James Ward flew out from Caimanera, Cuba, March 7, 
six miles, circled the fleet and landed on the fleet’s base- 
ball field at seven o’clock in his 50 horsepower Curtiss 
biplane. Mr. Ward.then made three exhibition flights 
at various altitudes up to 2,000 feet. He flew over the 
surrounding hills and the bay in full view of the sailors. 
The commandant of the naval station, Lieut, Comdr. 
Walter Ball, was then taken up as a passenger for a 
short flight. 


The School of Marine Engineering, U.S. Naval 
Academy, Annapolis, Md., has recently enjoyed a series 
of lectures by Comdr. S. 8S. Robison, U.S.N., and Dr. 
Louis W. Austen, describing the newest phases of. wire- 
less communication as oy and perfected by the 
Navy Department’s experts. ese lectures demonstrated 
in an unusual and convincing manner the great value of 
wireless communication in the national defense, and out- 
lined the efforts that are being made to perfect this new 
method of communication. The lectures were of such 
interest and value to the Service that they were attended 
not only by the officers attached the school, but by many 
officers from the Naval Academy and from Washington, 
who greatly appreciated the information thus obtained. 
The courses of lectures furnished to the school during the 
year by various government and civilian specialists and 
experts have proved of unusual value and interest, and 
the student officers are fortunate in the scope of subjects 
and knowledge of detail the lecturers have been able to 
put before the school. 


The sailors and marines in Washington, D.C., made 
up a great audience at’ a musicale at the navy yard 
on the night of Feb. 27. The program, which was ar- 
ranged by Chaplain Livingston Bayard, U.S.N., was 
rendered by some of the best soloists of Washington, 
Master Wilfred Laurier Morrison, the Canadian boy 
soloist, who is now on a professional tour in the United 
States, sang four soprano solos, and was received with 
great enthusiasm and appreciation. Mrs. Adelbert 
Althouse, wife of Lieutenant Commander Althouse, in 
command of the seamen’s gunners at Washington, played 
the accompaniments with great skill and inspiration. 
The orchestra of the U.S.S. Mayflower rendered eight 
of the twenty numbers on the program in a manner 
well worthy of “The President’s Own.” The Comman- 
dant and Mrs. Beatty and Miss Beatty, Captain Logan, 
of the U.S.S. Mayflower, and Mrs. Logan, Lieut. Comdr. 
and Mrs. Willard, Lieut. Comdr. and Mrs. Smith, Lient. 
and Mrs. 'fomb, Miss Tomb. Lieut. and Mrs. Soule, Dr. 
and Mrs. Spratling, Dr. and Mrs. Shaw, Captain Berke- 
ley and Miss Berkeley, Capt. and Mrs. Williams, Lieut. 
and Mrs. White, Lieut. and Mrs. Yates, Miss Yates and 
a number of the friends of officers and men were in the 
audience. 

Rear Admiral Schroeder, commander-in-chief of the 
Atlantic Fleet, reports that Thomas W. Coey, an 
ordinary seaman, committed suicide at six o’clock p.m. 
March 3 on the tug Patuxent. The cause that led to 





the deed or the means used were not reported. Coey had 
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been in the Navy one year, and was of the crew of. the 
Patuxent. He was a native of Bruce, Wis., where his 
father is now living. 

Rear Admiral Osterhaus, commandant of the Mare 
Island Navy Yard, reported on March 4 the accidental 
drowning of Alfred Irving Rach, an oiler on board the 
torpedohoat Farragut. The drowning occurred half an 
hour after midnight. The body was recovered. Rach 
had been in the Service: more than four years. He was 
a native of Michigan City, Ind., where his father, 
William Rach, resides at No. 1118 Michigan street. 

The action of the management of a skating rink at 
Seattle, Wash., in refusing admittance to sailors from 
the U.S.S. Maryland and .West. Virginia because they 
were in uniform, has been called to the attention of Mayor 
George W. Dilling, in a letter from the commander of 
the Maryland. Mayor Dilling has written the naval 
officer that he will do everything in his power to see that 
the men of the U.S. Navy are not discriminated against 
while in Seattle. He called upon the chief of police to 
make a thorough investigation of the complaint. 

The annual cutter race between the crews of the 
U.S.S. South Dakota and California was won at San 
Pedro, Cal., March 6, by the South Dakota boat by a 
margin of seven seconds. There were twelve oarsmen in 
each boat, and the course was three miles. Wagers on 
the race amounted to nearly $10,000. The crew of the 
California won the race last year. 

At Honolulu, H.T.. Monday morning, Feb. 138, Ad- 
miral Cowles held a large reception at his flag raising. 
Salutes were fired by both the Japanese training ships 
lying at anchor in the harbor and the Marine band 
played national airs. Nearly all the Service people in 
Honolulu were present besides a great number of towns- 
people, Beautiful bouquets of rare flowers were pre- 
sented to Admiral Cowles, attesting to his great popu- 
larity in Honolulu. All the Japanese midshipmen and 
officers were present at the impressive ceremony. 
ceiving with Admiral Cowles were Mrs. Cowles and 
Miss Cowles. Gov. and Mrs. Walter Frear entertained 
in honor of Admiral Cowles with a large reception at 
their beautiful Colonial home, “Arcadia.” Several hun- 
dred Service people were present, besides the Japanese 
officers and midshipmen and a great many from Hono- 
Inlu. The ladies’ gowns were unusually beautiful and 
the afternoon will be long remembered by those present. 

The G.C.M. for the trial of Capt. Austin McKnight, 
T.S.N., in connection with the sinking of the monitor 
Puritan. held its first meeting at Norfolk, Va., on 
March 9 

Three men from the U.S. armored cruiser Tennessee 
were found dead from the effects of gas in a room in 
the Hotel Washington, in Hoboken, N.J., March 9. The 
gas jet in the room was turned on and the gas was 
pouring from it, but a gas heater in the room was 
lighted. One of the men was found on the floor fully 
dressed. but the other two were undressed and in bed 
when the porter broke into the room. The men regis- 
‘tered as J. C. Wallin, J. W. Wadsworth and E, B. 
Bradley.

The armored cruisers which have been ordered to 
participate in the jeint Army and Navy maneuvers will 
begin their engineering and steaming contests on the 
voyage.

It will be an ex- 
cellent opportunity for the ships to demonstrate what 
they can do under battle conditions. The Delaware on 
her trip around Cape Horn to Chile, according to re- 
ports received at the Navy Department, has broken all 
records in the economy of oil and coal consumption. 
This report, when ready for publication, will furnish 
some very valuable information to the Service.

DECISION BY THE COMPTROLLER. 


Finding from a certificate of the appellant on the files 
of the Auditor’s Office that Lieut, Comdr. Arthur Mac- 
Arthur, jr., U.S.N.. did not receive his commission, dated 
Jan. 27, 1909, until Feb. 2, 1909, the Comptroller comes 
back on him and docks his pay $6.50 for the missing 
days. In the cases of Lieut. Comdrs. James H. Holden 
and F. P. Baldwin, U.S.N., who had the date of their 
promotions changed because of the decision of the 
Attorney General that they had been promoted too soon, 
the Comptroller decides that they were not entitled to 
pay as de facto lieutenant commanders during the time 
between the date first given them and the corrected date, 
because they were “not serving with notice and under 
belief that he was a lieutenant commander.” not having 
received notice of the first appointment until some time 
after the promotion actually became due. In the case 
of Lieut. Comdrs. Ralph Earle and D. W. Wurtsbaugh, 
whose dates.of promotion were also revised, the Comp- 
‘troller decides that as their promotions were not made 
according to senioritv they were illegal and ineffective 
to give the office of lieutenant commander, and they are 
not therefore entitled to pay from the illegal date. 








DECISIONS OF THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 


Private. Carmichael, Coast Art. Corps,-was honorably 
discharged from his second enlistment May 8, 1910, and 
Aug. 4, 1910, he presented himself for re-enlistment. 
Owing to the absence of the recruiting officer at Louis- 
ville, Ky., on leave, the enlistment was not completed 
vntil Aug. 9, 1910. one dav after the expiration of the 
three months’ period, so that he was rated as in his 
second enlistment. instead of in his third. After review- 
ing the case the J.A. General concludes that as Private 
Carmichael was not at fault, and the equities in his 
ease are strong, the Secretary of War should exercise 
the power he was in the Hayden case shown to have, 
“and cause the enlistment to relate back to a date not 
anterior to that upon which he presented -himself for 
re-enlistment.” Zsa; 

The J.A. General decides that it is not advisable to 
grant authority to the military detachment at *Fort 
Standish, Mass., to become agent of a laundry. The 


purpose of asking such authority was to promote the 
convenience of the enlisted men, and it is. within the 
power of the War Department to grant it, but “‘the fact 
that the detachment has none of the qualifications in 
law that would enable it to discharge the responsibilities 
of an agent, which it would be understood to have ac- 
cepted, would be certain to place it in an equivocal 
position embarrassing to the Service.’ A number of 
cases of unpleasant disputes over laundry bills are cited 
to show this to be the fact. In one case, where a sergeant 
was acting as agent for a laundry, a dispute arose as 
to the payment of the laundry bills, and the clothing of 
thirty-six men of the Artillery Corps at Fort Wingate, 
N.Y., was held up. 
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FIFTH VOLUME CULLUM’S REGISTER. 


In a critical review of the fifth volume of the Bio- 
graphical Register of the Officers and Graduates of the 
U.S. Military Academy the New York Nation expresses 
the opinion of many when it describes it as “a disap- 
pointment,” falling off deplorably from the standards 
of General Cullum, who left a fund for its publication. 
The Nation says: . 

“Both in typography and paper the book is inferior. 
Its value igs marred primarily by the fact that nearly 
200 graduates failed to make any response to the circu- 
lars for information. For this the editor, Lieut, Charles 
Braden, is not .to be blamed. The War Department 
itself has had so much trouble in getting officers to an- 
swer business communications that it has had to court- 
martial several within the last two years for this epis- 
tolary neglect. Lieutenant Braden has had the same 
experience with disastrous results to the work before 
us, and, curiously enough, he has been greatly handi- 
capped by the War Department—as stupid a piece of 
bureaucratic short-sightedness as hag come to our notice. 
As he himself tells the story: “The editors of the pre- 
vious editions were able to procure from the files of the 
War Department records not otherwise obtainable. The 
editor of this edition was denied this privilege and is 
greatly disappointed with the results of his labors.’ 

“But much as we would like to acquit Lieutenant 
Braden of all blame, we cannot do so. Marks of care- 
less editing and inefficient proof-reading are everywhere. 
Thus there is no excuse whatever for the misprinting of 
names of living officers. For instance, Major Armand 
I. Lasseigne becomes Armand L. Lasseinge; again, Lo- 
renzo P. Davison becomes Lorenso P. Davison, and sim- 
ilar instances could be cited indefinitely, as, for instance, 
on page 842, where it is gravely stated that Lieut. Ken- 
neth B. Harmon is the son of Col. M. F. Harrison in- 
stead of Col. M. F. Harmon. Again, there is no sense 
of proportion in the editing, some of the officers having 
pages and others only a few lines, the former accounts 
being padded by such insignificant details as that the 
officer has had three days’ leave or seven days’ leave. 
Moreover, many of the notices could have been bettered 
by Lieutenant Braden even if he had not heard from the 
officers in question. For instance, when, in many cases, 
the family history of officers is given, it is rather sur- 
prising to find no mention of the fact that Lieut. Ulysses 
S. Grant, 3d, is the son of Gen. Frederick D. Grant and 
the grandson of Gen. U. S. Grant. Similar facts in a 
good many cases were available from the Army Register 
or the monthly Army record, but were not utilized. All 
this is so poor a return to make for General Cullum’s 
bequests as to appear almost an infidelity to that gallant 
officer and patriotic son of West Point. Before the next 
volume appears, in 1920, it is to be hoped that the then 
Superintendent of West Point, in connection with an en- 
lightened Secretary of War, will see to it that there is 
a return to the high standard of the earlier volumes, that 
they may be hereafter, as in the past, a great source of 
accurate information for historians, librarians, gene- 
alogists and journalists, besides a memorial to the 
patriotism and self-sacrifice of the graduates of the Mili- 
tary Academy.” 











AVIATION NOTES. 


The French won back the oversea aeroplane record 
when on March 5 Lieutenant Bague flying over the Medi- 
terranean from Antibes to the little island of Gorgona, 
off the Italian coast, covered a distance of more than 
200 kilometers, or 124 miles, without assistance of tugs, 
torpedoboats or any other craft to guide him or to add 
to his confidence. The officer, in a Blériot monoplane, 
started with the intention of landing on Corsica and 
proceeding thence by way of Sardinia and Sicily to 
Tunis; but he lost his way and was forced to land on 
Gorgona, where, on account of the rocks and trees, he 
had great difficulty in reaching earth without injury. 
Though the plane struck the ground heavily and was 
badly damaged, the officer was unhurt. The best pre- 
vious overwater flight was that of J. A. D. McCurdy, 
who on Jan. 31 last flew from Key West to within a 
few miles of Havana, a distance of about ninety miles. 

Lieut. Frank P. Lahm, 7th U.S. Cav., one of the most 
experienced aeronauts in our Army, says that the future 
of the aeroplane lies not in dealing of destruction with 
bombs, but in the usefulness for communication. A bomb 
dropped on the deck of a battleship would do little if 
any damage as the explosive would not be confined. 
Such a bomb would not have velocity sufficient to pene- 
trate steel or iron, The experiments last summer in the 
dropping of projectiles on imaginary battleships showed 
the difficulty of hitting a ship from a height which would 
protect the aviator from rifle fire on deck. The impulse 
given to a projectile launched from a swiftly moving 
aeroplane would practically annul_al! chance of hitting 
a ship. Going into the effect of dropping explosives 
upon an army, Lieutenant Lahm, in the current Journal 
of the Military Service Institution, says it would be 
more moral than physical, for here again there would 
be the difficulty of hitting the mark and the certainty 
that only a small area and a small number of men would 
be damaged by an explosive. This has been shown re- 
peatedly by explosions, accidental or designed, in our 
large cities. Calling attention to the unreliability of 
wire and wireless communication on the battlefield and 
to the time lost in laying wires when, the headquarters 
of the commanding general is continually chang'ng. 
Lieutenant Lahm says that the defect would be remedied 
bv the use of aerial scouts. “In reconnaissance will the 


air craft find their real sphere of usefulness,” and 
changes may be exnectéd in strategy and tactics, “due 
to the appearance of this new and powerful arm.” 
Comparing dirigible and aeroplane, the essayist holds 
that the former’s advantage in weight carrying capacity 
and adaptability to long cross-country flights is offset by 
the mastery of the wind by the aeroplane. 


The dirigible 


cannot operate in a thirty-mile wind, while planes fly in 
a forty-mile blow. The most serious disadvantages of 
the dirigible are its great size, cost of maintenance. and 
difficulty of maneuvering at the start and in landing. 
The great speed of the aeroplane, Lieutenant Lahm be- 
lieves, does not militate against its use for observation, 
since at such heights a variation in speed of fifteen or 
twenty miles an hour is of relatively small importance. 
At such altitudes a particular position is in sight long 
before it is reached and long after it is passed. 
aeroplane has already a “slow” record of twenty-three 
miles an hour and by throttling down the engine and 
passing over a given point headed into the wind : the 
aeroplane can be made to carry an observer at such a 
rate of speed that he will have no difficulty whatever in 
making his observations. With the invention of auto- 
matic control, which may even now be on the way, there 
will come a great addition to the effectiveness of the 
aeroplane. A group of planes should be attached to the 
headquarters of each army in the field, the essayist be- 
lieves, each plane and its equipment to be independent. 

Taking the ground that the dangers of air flight have 
been exaggerated, George Sheridan in Leslie’s Weekly 
says: “There are to-day about 1,800 aeroplanes in use. 
Of these approximately 1,500 are in France. Thirty 
aviators and passengers were killed in aeroplane acci- 
dents in 1910—a ratio of deaths to the number of 
machines in use far less than that which attended the 
early days of the automobile, the motorboat, the dirigi- 
ble balloon or even the railroad train. Statistics com- 
piled by the French war office show that there have been 
fewer accidents, in proportion, of course, to the number 
of machines and passengers, than with any other type of 
vehicle. In other words, there were fewer aecidents 
among 1,500 aeroplanists in France last year, while 
they were engaged in cross-country travel, than among 
1,500 automobilists.” We recall that at the Belmont 
Park tournament at the close of October we saw five 
aviators fly. Within two months only two of those 
were alive. 
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NAVY LEAGUE CONVENTION. 

Navy League Headquarters, 1808 I street, Washing- 
ton, D.C., have received first telegraphic reports of the 
proceedings of the Navy League Convention which 
opened in Los Angeles on March 7 and continued the 
next day and concluded with a banquet tendered to the 
Navy League by the Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce 
at the Hotel Alexandria, Los Angeles, on the night of 
‘March 8. The special Navy League cars from the Hast 
left New York on Feb. 28 and took out a party of over 
thirty League members. Others in the East and central 
West assembled at Los Angeles, and large parties from 
California and other West coast cities. The topics be- 
fore the Convention and the speakers addressing the 
Convention, in addition to those noted elsewhere, were: 
“The Significance of an Adequate Representation. of 
Naval Force on the Pacific,” Prof. W. F. Durand, Stan- 
ford University, California; “The Coal Supply on the 
Pacific,” Walter Oakes, esq., Seattle, Wash.: “World 
Leadership on the Pacific,” Lincoln C. Cummings, Brook- 
line, Mass.; “Naval Defense on the Pacific,” Judge 
Sidney Ballou, of the Supreme Court, Honolulu. The 
first day passed off with a larger attendance than an- 
ticipated and the citizens of Los Angeles entertained the 
delegates in a most lavish fashion, giving them a recep- 
tion and a theater party Wednesday evening. The San 
Diego Chamber of Commerce have invited the delegation 
to visit that city and it is possible that the invitation 
may be accepted, Telegrams indorsing the work of the 
Convention were received from prominent men of. the 
Kast, including Secretary Meyer, who telegraphed the 
Convention as follows: “I have just learned with 
pleasure of the success and enthusiasm at your meeting 
now going on. Please present my congratulations to 
the assembled delegates for their enterprise in selecting 
for their place of meeting a city whose interest is so 
bound up with our Navy, and a locality and people of 
whom I have such agreeable memories. The efforts of 
the Navy Department are directed to maintaining an 
efficient fleet, In order to make these efforts effective 
it is necessary to have the support of Congress. The 
education of the people by the Navy League should se- 
cure Congressional support for the Department in its 
policies and ensure an efficient, adequate fleet for the 
defense of our country.” 











FIRING ON THE TEXAS. 


Just enough equipment and machinery have been left 
in the U.S.S. Texas to show what effect armor piercing 
shell will have on the interior of a battleship under 
actual conditions of an engagement. All of the valuable 
equipment of the ship has been removed and enough old 
material placed in her so that her interior will be in 
about the same condition when she is used as a target 
as if she were an enemy’s ship in action. The Navy De- 
partment has gone so far in this respect as to replace 
the good furniture of the Texas with old and discarded 
pieces. All of the guns will remain in the Texas so as 
to determine the effect of shots on the armament of a 
ship. Likewise will the electric equipment and gear be 
kept in the ship so as to determine if this part of the 
machinery of a vessel is properly protected against the 
attack of an enemy. In a number of respects the Texas 
has been improved by the Navy Department. Openings 
which are not found in a modern battleship have been 
closed and at a number of places the vessel has been 
strengthened. In this respect it has been the purpose 
of the Navy Department to bring her up as far as pos- 
sible toward the standard of modern battleships without 
an extraordinary expenditure of money. In the opinion 
of those who have examined her, the Texas will be a 
hard ship to sink, and even with the modern guns it 
will be no easy task to shoot her to pieces. course 
no men will be left on board of her when she is set out 
for a target. The report published in the daily papers, 
to the effect that the Navy had asked for a volunteer 
troop to man the Texas while she was being fired upon, 
caused considerable merriment at the Department. The 
crew of the Texas, while she is acting as a target, will 
consist of dummies. Manikins will be placed in the tur- 
rets and at the guns for the purpose of determining what 
effect the fire will have upon the crew of the ship. 
Doubtless if some of the enterprising reporters would 
like to go aboard the vessel while it is under fire they 
can be accommodated. As an act of courtesy to the 
Army a front seat should be reserved for Mr. Bailey 
Millard. : 

The New Hampshire. which has been. detailed 
to the duty of firing at the Texas, will commence: this 
work on March 20. At a distance of from ten to twelve 
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thousand yards, with ship under way at battle speed, the 
New: Hampshire will attack the Texas. This is- the 
longest range: at which regular target practice has been 
conducted, and will be a very severe test for the New 
Hampshire. Last year one of the ships of the Atlantic 
Fleet opened up at fifteen thousand yards.and made one 
hit at that distance, but. this was considered largely 
accidental. The Texas will be moored at some place in 
the: lower Chesapeake Bay. Chickens and animals will 
be placed aboard the Texas. , 
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The saving in the cleaning of the boilers in ships using 
oil fuel is regarded as an important item in favor of that 
kind of fuel. It is estimated that in the case of a vessel 
like the ocean liner Mauretania using coal thirty out 
of the 192 furnaces in the boiler rooms are cleaned every 
four hours. Hence about ten thousand of the seventy 
thousand horsepower is lost through this temporary 
non-use of the furnaces. If the situation called impera- 
tively for the continuous ‘use of all the furnaces for ten 
hours or more the ship having the oil fuel, everything 
else being equal, would profit by this freedom from the 
necessity of furnace cleaning. The average consumption 
at a speed of twenty-five knots is 5,500 tons of coal for 
the voyage from New York to Liverpool. Six hundred 
tons of oil, it is computed, will do the work of 1,000 tons 
of coal, and thus a saving of 2,000 tons of fuel would be 
made in a single trip of five days. The space this saving 
would amount to, together with the space made available 
by dispensing with 285 of the present force of 312 fire- 
men and coal trimmers, would give an increased earning 
capacity to the ship in freight and passenger carrying of 
about $60,000 in a round trip of such a vessel as the 
Mauretania. “The uniformly good results obtained when- 
ever oil fuel ‘has had a properly arranged test on an 
oceangoing steamship” makes the Scientific American 
believe that in the near future coal will be displaced as 
the fuel of the great passenger ocean liners.

weight, Nichols, of the eighth company, won from Jeans, of the 
eleventh company, in five minutes; lightweight, Dale, of the 
tenth company, won from Dreisonstok, of the fourth company, on 
points in fifteen minutes; bantamweight, Elder, of the seventh 
company, won from Marvel, of the ninth company, in two min- 
utes and thirty seconds. The meet was won by the midshipmen 
by a score of 27 to 18, although, had the Tigers been able to 
land a first and a second place in the last event disposed of. they 
could have tied the score. In the double trapeze stunt by Dyck- 
man and Orbeson, the latter, through some miscalculation, fell 





head first to the hardwood floor from the upper trapeze, twenty- 
five or thirty feet in the air.

KIRMESS AT HONOLULU. 


Honolulu, H.T., Feb. 25, 1911. 

The ‘‘Kirmess’’ in Honolulu Saturday evening, Feb. 18, 
was a glorious success, socially and financially. Mrs. Walter 
F. Dillingham organized this happy scheme, assisted by all 
nations and creeds of this cosmopolitan city. Nations were 
gathered in beautiful and realistic array, and the carnival 
spirit reigned supreme. The scene was at the old deserted 
fish market site, just across Richards street from the naval 
station. The West Side facing the Pacific Ocean with only 
a street between. Inside a tall board fence, which enclosed 
the entire square, different nations were represented by a 
booth—true to life and inhabited by real people from their 
respective land. Passing under an India temple entrance 
way, the scene was gorgeous; to the right was a large Ha- 
waiian booth, presided over by Princess Kalanianaole and 
Princess Kawananakoa, in native woman’s dress called 
holoku.

NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 


71ST N.Y.—COL. W. G. BATES. 


The 7Tist N.Y., Col. W. G. Bates, underwent its annual 
muster and inspection on the night of March 7 at the 
armory, and the inspection showed the property to be in 
splendid condition, and it was about the best inspection in 
this respect the regiment has made.

Adjutant Gen. W. F. Sadler, of New Jersey, in announcing 
the resignation of Brig. Gen. Edward A. Campbell, 1st 
Brigade, on March 7, 1911, says: ‘‘In accepting the resig- 
nation of General Campbell, terminating a period of over 
forty-seven years of efficient and honorable service, it is a 
pleasure to add that his long and distinguished service de- 
serves the gratitude and commendation of the state he has 
so faithfully served.’’ 

A very unusual action was taken recently by a captain 
of a company in a regiment of the N.G.N.Y. on the west 
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side of New York city. It seems that a member of the 
company who was a traveling salesman was absent in the 
West on business when the regiment paraded in the armory 
for its annual muster. The captain was of the opinion that 
the absent member should have taken a special train, if 
necessary, to be present at the muster, and was exceedingly 
wroth at the man’s absence. The captain accordingly wrote 
the employers of the private, charging him with neglect of 
military duty, and making the further request that they 
discharge him from their employ. In reply the firm wrote a 
letter to the captain in question, which he would not care to 
have published, it is said. They plainly told him what they 
thought of such a request, and the sender of it, and also 
praised their employee, who was absent through no fault of 
his own. This captain, who was very unpopular in the company 
and was fast running it to pieces, has since resigned at the 
request of the colonel. 

The 17th of March, always a strenuous :day for the 69th 
N.Y., this year becomes unusually so, for the old regiment 
has resumed a feature always prominent in the celebration 
of former years, the holding of a regimental ball in their 
armory on St. Patrick’s night, preceded _by a review by 
Major General Roe. The early morning is consumed with 
the military mass at St. Patrick’s Cathedral, which has been 
attended by the regiment for almost twoscore years. In 
the afternoon the regiment will parade as escort to the 
United Irish Societies, and the evening will keep the regi- 
ment busy at the review, concert and ball, and will demon- 
strate that the 69th is not lacking in energy. However, 
from past experience it can be said that the men appear to 
like it, the ladies certainly give evidence of giving ther ap- 
proval, and even good: old St. Patrick himself should feel 
satisfied that his memory is kept so green. Professor Bayne 
has culled from his famous library of old Irish music the 
choicest of its martial airs and dancing melodies, and ex- 
pects to make this feature of the occasion notable. Many 
men prominent in the national and state government have 
signified their intention of being present, and officers of the 
Army and Navy and National Guard, together with the vet- 
erans of the Civil War and the more recent Spanish-Ameri- 
can War veterans, will also participate. 

There are ninety-nine members of the 71st N.Y. who have 
been awarded medals for ten years’ service or over, who 
are still performing active duty with the regiment. No. 1 
on the list is Pvt. H. C. Zeigler, Co. K, who enlisted May 
13, 1885. The next nine in order of service are Musician 
Frederick Trenner, Co. B; Major William S. Beekman, 1st 
Sergt. J. C. Rogers, Co. C; Sergt. Robert S. Ecclestone, Co. 
B; 1st Sergt. George B. Young, Co. I; Capt. Henry Maslin, 
Co. G: Lieut. Arthur E. Caterbury, Staff; Pvt. Charles B. 
Ginty, Co. D, and Pvt. J. C. P. Vermilyea. 

The Board for the Promotion of Rifle Practice of the 
Connecticut National Guard recommend, among other 
things, that each captain of the ordnance department be is- 
sued four U.S. gallery rifles, caliber .22, for experimental 
work in his respective organization; that a supply of mid- 
range ammunition (Reed bullet) be issued to the captains 
of the ordnance department for experimental work; that 
an indoor rifle match be held in Hartford April 28, 1911, 
open to teams of eight men, from the same organizations 
as at the state match. All of the foregoing recommenda- 
tions were approved. , 

The annual inspection of the National Guard of Florida 
will be made at the armories of» the several . organizations, 
beginning March 27 and ending April 20. 

Brig. Gen. Edward A. Campbell, commander of the ist 
Brigade, N.J.N.G., has forwarded his resignation to Governor 
Wilson as commander-in-chief. When the Legislature two 
years ago passed a measure retiring all officers over the age 
of sixty-four years, General Campbell carried the matter to 
the courts, holding that the measure passed was against the 
constitution of the state. The Court of Errors decided that 
the retirement law was unconstitutional, and General Camp- 
bell, who had been retired, went back to his command. At 
that time he said-he intended to retire, but did not propose 
to be legally forced out. It is probable that Col. Edwin W. 
Hine, of the 5th Regiment, the senior regimental commander 
in the brigade, will be chosen to succeed General Campbell, 
and the choice will be an excellent one. 

At a meeting of the board of officers of the 12th N.Y. on 
March 6 it was the consensus of opinion that it would be 
advisable for the command to try to get a new armory in 
Long Island City, handy to the terminal of the Queensboro 
Bridge. Colonel Dyer will accordingly make formal applica- 
tion to the Armory Board for a new armory. The present 
building is much too small, and land at the site desired being 
so much cheaper than in Manhattan, it is expected that an 
armory at least double the size of the present one could be 
procured and the site of the old armory sold for nearly 
enough to pay for it. The idea of procuring a new armory 
in Long Island City originated with Capt. Monson Morris. 

Governor Dix, of New York, will review the 7th Regiment, 
N.G.N.Y., in its armory on Saturday night, March 18. 

The officers of Lloyd Aspinwall, Post No. 600, G.A.R., will 
review the 22d N.Y., under command of Col. W. B. Hotchkin, 
at the armory on Friday night, March 17. 

It has been decided to hold the annual championship meet 
of the Military Athletic League of the United States at the 
armory of the 22d Regiment, N.Y., Sixty-eighth street and 
Broadway, New York city, on Saturday night, April 22, and 
a fine program of sports will be arranged. Tickets are now 
on sale. 

The annnal muster and inspection of the Ohio N.G. began 
March 6, and will not be concluded until April 20. Any 
company reported deficient by the inspecting officer, and not 
being fit for immediate field service, will be mustered out. 

Major Charles B. Staats, 10th Regt., N.Y., has resigned. 
He entered the Service of the state as a private in Co. B, 
10th Battalion, in 1884. Major Staats was a candidate for 
the position of colonel of the regiment when the place was 
made vacant by the retirement of Col. John I. Pruyn last 
June, but was defeated by Major John F. Klein. 


8TH N.Y.-—COL. E. F. AUSTIN. 


The annual muster and inspection of the 8th N.Y., made 
at the armory on:the night of March 2, by Army and Na- 
tional Guard officers, showed the general condition of the 
command to have improved all around, except as to strength, 
which shows thirty-two less in membership and thirty-nine 
less in present than at the inspection of 1910.

We are pleased to note that Light Battery A, of the Rhode 
Island National Guard on Feb. 28, after a thorough re- 
organization, took its place again among the military forces 
of the state.

The newly elected officers have had more or less military 
experience, all having served in the Rhode Island National 
Guard, while Lieutenant Barnes was also formerly a member 
of Battery A, of the Massachusetts Volunteer Militia. Cuap- 
tain Hamilton is a manufacturing jeweler and a graduate of 
Pennsylvania Military College, and a former captain of the 
1st Infantry. Senior 1st Lieutenant Cnaffee is a graduate 
of Yale and of the Harvard Law School,' and is a practicing 
attorney and a former captain in the Coast Artillery.

CONNECTICUT. 


The annual inspection of the 1st Company, Signal Corps, 
Conn.

Incident to the inspection 
there was a drill in signaling with the heliograph and flags 
They must have acquitted themselves well, for Captain Wal- 
lace didn’t seemed depressed and vouchsafed the information 
that, except for weakness in telegraphy, accounted for by the 
infrequency of the drills, the Militia Signal Corps compares 
very favorably with that of the Regular Army.

1st Regiment of Infantry, 1st Company, Signal Corps, and 
Battery A, Field Art., July 17 to 22, inclusive, 1911, at the 
state military reservation, Niantic. 

There will be a camp of instruction for Infantry officers 
at the state military reservation, Niantic, this year, date to 
be given later. 

All organizations of the Connecticut National Guard. ex- 
cepting sanitary troops, will perform one day’s duty on the 
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rifle ranges nearest their respective stations during the month 
of April or May, 1911, by company. 


VIRGINIA. 


During the tour of duty of the Coast Artillery companies 
of the Virginia National Guard at Fort Monroe, Va., last 
summer their record was reported to be so unmilitary that 
Governor Mann ordered a court of inquiry to make a thor- 
ough investigation. This court was composed of Major Mar- 
tin, of the 1st Inf.; Major Bowles, of the Richmond Light In- 
fantry Blues Battalion; Major Wright, of the 1st Brigade, 
and Captain Johnson, of the 1st Field Artillery, as recorder. 
The court discharged its duty without fear or favor. Its 
members conferred with Colonel Townsley, commanding at 
Fort Monroe, and interviewed all the officers of the Regular 
Army familiar with the conditions when the Virginia Volun- 
teers were on duty. 

After full investigation the court reached the opinion that 
‘‘discipline in any sense of the word does not exist in the 
Coast Artillery Corps of the Virginia Volunteers’’; that 
‘‘the most glaring breeches of discipline have been passed 
over without notice being taken of them, save in some cases 
a@ personal reprimand was given’’; that ‘‘case after case 
has occurred wherein enlisted men were allowed to treat 
their officers disrespectfully and nobody was punished there- 
for’’; that ‘‘the officers do not seem to realize their re- 
sponsibility beyond their own respective commands, and only 
in a few cases do they seem to feel any responsibility at 
all’’; that ‘‘the attendance of this corps upon their duties at 
Fort Monroe in August, 1910, was in the nature of an outing 
or picnic, in so far as a great number of the enlisted men 
were concerned, and in so far as any effective steps were 
taken by the officers to persuade the men that they were there 
as a military organization for military service.’’ 

Upon the findings of the court of inquiry, Governor Maan, 
as we briefly announced last week, ordered the dismissal of 
the entire Coast Artillery Corps from the Service of the 
state. The action of the Governor was the only wise one 
to take. If officers could not maintain discipline and men 
behave like soldiers at camp in time of peace, they would 
certainly be useless in time of trouble.

SALVADOR.—One point of superiority of the Brazilian 
military system over that of Mexico is that Mexico has both 
a voluntary and a conscript system, the conscripts coming from 
the poorer classes, while under the military law of 1908, 
military service is cbligatory .on every Brazilian from 21 
Years to 44. The training of the Brazilian soldier is essen- 
tially German, and consequently thorough. The terms of 
service in Brazil are two years in the ranks, seven years in 
the reserve, seven in the territorial arm and seven in the na- 
tional guard. The total peace strength of the army is about 
730 officers and 28,000 men. There is also a. gendarmerie 
20,000 strong. The Alabama is out of commission at New 
York; Illinois, Boston, Mass.; Kearsarge, Philadelphia; .Ken- 
tucky, Norfolk, Va. These vessels have been at their re- 
spective yards for several months. 

W. N.—The enlisted man who deserted and remained in the 
United States under his right name until’ two years after 
the expiration of the enlistment period in which he deserted, 
wihtout having been arrested during that time, may not 
be punished for his desertion. See Army Regulations 124.

J. W.—Expenses incurred by an officer of the Navy for 
medicines and medical attendance shall not be allowed unless 
they were incurred while he was on duty, and the medicines 
could not have been obtained from naval supplies, or the at- 
tendance of a naval medical officer could not have been had 
(Sec. 1586, R.S.)
